He excluded 
from the Adminiſtration his Nephew Al- Ho- 
majou ©, a Prince of a ſuperior Genius, and a- 
dorned with all the proper Qualifications for the #5 
Government of a large Empire; and he com- 
mitted the Care of it to Prince Soliman , one of 
his Sons, born of a Slave, whom he had moſt | 
tenderly loved. This Prince was indeed worthy 
of the Truſt repoſed in him by his Father; and | 
both on account of his Genius, and his Know- 
ledge, he was but little inferior to Ai-Homajou: 
And yet we may ſafely ſay, that a blind pater 
nal Love and an ancient Hatred, which Cha-Abas 
had conceived againſt his Nephew on a pretty 
ſlight Occaſion, had ſhut that Monarch's Eyes 
upon the Claims of Nature and of Blood.

Yet as the State enjoyed a- profound 
Peace, Ali-Homajou was in hopes, that in a few 
Years he would be able to reſtore the Finances, 
which do unqueſtionably deſerve above all things 
a Sovereign's Attention. But as the Diſorder in 
that Part of the Government had had a bad 
Influence upon all the other Branches, the 
Prince found himſelf in the greateit Perplexity 
imaginable.

Giafer v, whom Ali-Homajou went to viſit in the 
Fortreſs of Iſpaban *, where he had been kept a 
Priſoner for ſeveral Years. This viſit was pro- 
| bably occaſioned by no other Motive, but that 
of making himſelt certain that that Prince was 
ſtill living, who was thought to have died of 
the Plague near thirty Years before, and whoſe 
Funeral was celebrated in the Sight of the whole 
Army. In order to put this Particular in a full 
Light, we muſt trace it back from the Reign of 
Cha- Abas the Great. | 
That Monarch was extremely fond of the fair 
Sex, and had ſeveral Miſtreſſes. The firſt was 
an Indian d without Beauty, tall, and of a pretty 
good Shape, but whom Heaven had abundantly 
favoured with Wit, and amorous Inclinations. 
Her Heart was full of that delicate Tenderneſs, 
which is the Charm of Love, and perhaps the 
chief Merit of a Woman. Cha-Abas loved 
her beyond Expreſſion, and had a Son by her, 
whom he called Grafer. This Prince was 
educated with all poſſible Care; he was hand- 
ſome, well made, full of Wit, but proud, paſ- 


ſionate, not capable to ſtoop ſo as to pay to So- 


phi-Mirza e, the only legitimate Son of Cha-Abas, 
and the preſumptive Heir of his Crown, the Re- 
ſpect he owed to a Prince born to be his King. 
Theſe two young Princes, almoſt of the ſame 
Age, were of very oppoſite Characters. Sophi- 
Mirza, who for his Perſon was full as agreeable 
as Giafer, was infinitely above him with regard 
to the Sweetneſs of his Temper, his Affability, 
and good Nature. Theſe Qualities, ſo much 
the more to be admired, as they are-ſeldom to 
be found in a Prince born to reign, rendered

The latter declared on every Occaſion, that he 
lamented the Fate of the Perſians a, for being 
once to obey a Prince, without any Wit, and ſo 
little worthy- to govern them.

'ef it, but his Authority always yielded to a Fa-

ther's Love; and this Monarch, ſo abſolute in 
every Thing elſe, had not the Strength to puniſh 


a Son, who abuſed his Tenderneſs for him. At 
laſt, Giafer forgot himſelf one Day ſo far, as to 
ſtrike S9phi-Mirza. Cha-Abas was immediately 
acquainted with it, and trembled for the Guilty. 
But however willing he was to pretend Igno- 
rance of the Attempt, what he owed to himſelf, 
and to his Crown, and the Noiſe that Action 
Had made at Court, could not ſuffer him to 
'Hearken to his Tenderneſs. He calls together,

Court, taking hardly any Share in State-Affairs, 
devout beyond meaſure, affecting all the out- 
ward ſhew of it, devoting himſelf by turns to 
different [mans *, regulating his Zeal by theirs, 
and for that very Reaſon being often a Bubble 
to his own Zeal, loving to do good; diſtin- 8 
guiſhing every Day of his Life by Charities, MW 
ſometimes ill- placed, willing to be thought a 
Man perfectly underſtanding the Art of Go- 
vernment, of which he had but an imperfect 
Theory ; otherwiſe very virtuous and well- 
meaning. 5 OY 

Mirza-Haddi u, whom we have already men- 
tioned, was tall, lean, not very agreeable in his 
Perſon, of a rough and uncomplaiſant Hu- 
mour ; curious and fond of ſcarce and pre- 
cious Things; in Poſſeſſion of a very beautiful 
Wife, whoſe Merit he was not thoroughly ſen- 
fible of; looking elſewhere for Pleaſures, which 
he was not well in a Condition to enjoy; liv- 
ing high and nobly, and going but ſeldom to 
Court, ſince he came again into Favour, 

He had two Brothers ; the one named Or- 
can*, had been very diſſolute in his Youth : 
the moſt exceſſive Debauchery was for a long 
time the Soul of his . Pleaſures, and Cruelty 
the Bounds of his Actions: He was well ſhaped,

adorned with a fine Genius: Through Age 
and Reaſon he deſerved at laſt that his former 
Follies ſhould be buried in Oblivion, The 
other Brother, whoſe Name was Miram v, was 
handſome, but had a clumſy Shape, and a nar- 
row Genius; he loved to live high, and cauſed 
Women to be ſearched for every where to fill 
his Haram, running ' continually from one to 
the other, and not always giving the Preference 
to. her, who deſerved it moſt, and being capa- 
ble to ſpend all his Riches, in order to indulge 


= his inconſtant Inclination. 


= Mrat-Bakche *, the Son of a Siſter of Mirza- 
= 744i, was in his younger Days extremely 
= handſome and well-made : He had a great deal 
of Wit, and was of an amiable Character; nor 
did he, when grown to a Man's Eſtate, much 
diſappoint the Hopes that had been conceived - 
of him. He was Brave, loved the Art of 
War, was briſk, jealous of his Rank, but too 
Prodigal, which Fault put his Eſtate into 
ſome Diſorder. ö = 
Among the Princes, who made a Figure at 
Court, were two Brothers, Sons to Cha-Abas a, 
by a Stave, whom he had been extremely+fond' 
of. The eldeſt, whom we have already men- 
. tioned, was named So/;man®, He had a bright 
Genius, a great Sprightlineſs, a noble Soul ; 
was honeſt and capable to govern, but all 
thoſe fine Qualifications were a little ſoiled b 
too great a Propenſity to Covetouſneſs. 
The youngeſt, whoſe Name was Szvag: ©, 
was handſome, well-ſhaped, generous, mild, 
„ C 2 -— 
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and compaſſionate, His Wit was not ſo ſhin- 
ing as So/iman's, but he had an exquiſite Judg- 
ment, and was vcry regular in his Manners, 
He was univerſally eſteemed, nor was he leſs be- 
loved, even by his own Domeſticks, whom 
however he uſed a little too ſeverely. Under 
Prince Ali-Homajou %, he had ſome Share in the 
Adminiſtration, and acquitted himſelf very well 
of it. But his too exalted Senſe of Virtue, 
and what is called a Genius for Particulars or 
Details, made People judge that he would 
hardly have ſucceeded in the firſt Poſt, and 
that by too much ſifting State Affairs, he 
would often have made them linger too long, 
In a word, he was thought too honeſt a Man 


to make a good Miniſter. We ſhall have again 


an Opportunity to ſpeak of that Prince. 
1/mael-Beg was at leaſt threeſcore and thir- 
teen Years old, when Cha-Sephi made him 


Athemadoulet*, Being born in one of the 


Southern Provinces of Per/ia ", of Parents 
if not obſcure, at leaſt very little known, 
he was deſigned for the State of Iman, and edu- 
cated in the Sciences proper for that Pro- 
feſſion, into which he entered very young. 
His young Heart devoured with Ambition, 
would not ſuffer him to conſider, without a 
kind of Madneſs, that he was condemned to 
ſpend his Days in a remote Province, and his 
Defires carried him daily with great Violence 
towards the Court. He made Intereſt, and ſuc- 
ceeded ſo well, that he preſented himſelf there, 
well provided with pretty good Letters of Re- 


commendations, which his Youth, and agree- 
| able 
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J 
able Perſon rendered effectual. This young 
Iman appeared immediately with a noble Bold- 
neſs upon that new Stage, where he was not 
long looked upon as a Stranger: He ſoon ob- 
tained a Place of Moullah*; and ſome Years 
after, by dint of Intrigues, he was appointed 
by Cha-Abas i, Scheick-el-Selom (c) of a Pro- 
vince: He left that Poſt only to come to Court 
again, by order of the Cha- Alas, who had ap- 
pointed him Tutor to Cha-Sephi; he gain'd 
an abſolute Power over that young Prince's 
Mind; and kept it till his Death. During his 
higheſt Elevation he never beheld with Aſto- 
niſhment the immenſe Diſtance there was be- 
tween his preſent Condition, and that he was 
born in : He had uſed himſelf very young to 
think that he was born for the moſt exalted 
Offices, a Notion in which he had been con- 
firmed by the Aſtrologers, to whoſe Prediction 
he truſted very much ; a Weakneſs common 
to the whole 1 m Nation. £2: 
When //mael-Beg took in hand the Helm of 

the State, he was till a pretty handſome Man, 
notwithſtanding his great Age : He had a freſh 
Complexion, briſk Eyes, a piercing 'Look, a 
high Forehead, a well-ſhaped Noſe, red Lips, 
a Shape above the middling Size, ſtreight and 
eaſy, a fine Leg, a firm Gait, and a noble

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Aſpect : He had a ſubtle. Genius, an unbound- |} 
ed Ambition, and was better ſkilled, than the 
moſt artful Courtier, in the Intrigues of a 
Court, knowing how to yield to Circum- 
ſtances, able to make the beſt Advantage of 
them ; his outward Behaviour was modeſt, at- 
tended with an Air of Candour and Sincerity, 
proper to impoſe upon the unwary : He ſpoke 
well, and had his private Views even in the 
moſt indifferent Converſations : He was a Flat- 
terer with the Great, polite towards every one, 
extremely complaiſant to the Ladies, with re- 
gard to whom he was ſuſpected to have had 
uncommon Qualifications, by which means he 
had raiſed himſelf ; he was voluptuous by In- 
clination, but ſober and temperate by Reaſon ; 
a dreadful Enemy, a contemptible Friend ; de- 
ceitful and treacherous, not only by the Na- 
ture of his Profeflion, but even by Reflection, and 
with Deſign; repaying with the blackeſt, Ingrati- 
tude the good Offices he received: he had a pret- 


ty extenſive Knowledge, but too mean a Soul to 


be able to govern a large Kingdom. He was 
always undetermined, and conſequently flow in 
the Expedition of Affairs; not knowing how 
to make War or Peace in a proper time ; ha- 
ving no manner of Knowledge in the former : 
Sparing of his Maſter's Treaſures beyond all 
Expreſſion ; and yet weak enough to buy the 
Friendſhip of neighbouring Princes by dint 
of Money, neglecting what was moſt Eſſential, 
and amuſing himſelf with Trifles ; wiſhing in 
general for the Good of the Kingdom, but 
not knowing how to promote it; jealous of 
me Prince's Authority, and ſtretching it too 

| 4+: ar; 
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far; a zealous Adherer to the Sect of Hali u, 
and the open Tyrant of the Followers of 
Omar * ; ſuffering himſelf to be too eaſily pre- 
poſſeſſed, and uncapable to be undeceived ; con- 
demning without Examination, making much 
of Informers, paying little or no Regard to the 
Recommendaticn of Princes and great Men ; 
making his Favours to be bought by inceſſant 
Solicitations ; and yet fo fearful as not to be able 
to refuſe thoſe who knew to aſk for them with 
Boldneſs: Not knowing enough to diſtinguiſh and 
reward true Merit; imagining that he underſtood 
Mankind, and knew how to employ Perſons 
properly, and almoſt always deceived by thoſe 
he employed: Too little acquainted with the 
ſtrong and weak Sides of the Kingdom both 
within and without; of ſo pacifick a Diſpoſi- 
tion, that often he dared not put himſelf in a 
Condition to force the neighbouring Powers to 
make Satisfaction for their Attempts; chuſing 
rather to affect not to be acquainted them, than 
to proſecute a Reparation by means both ho- 
nourable, and proper to make the Crown of 
Perſia ? be reſpected: For the reſt, he loved his 
Maſter, was cloſe, ſo as not to be ſifted; and 
had not made any Advantage of his Place, nor 
of his Maſter's Favour, to get Riches, having 
long reſiſted the Ambition of raiſing his Fa- 
mily ; but to be blamed in this, that as ſoon as 
he yielded to that Paſſion, he elevated ſome of 
his near Relations to too high a Rank. | 
Such was he, whom Cha-Sephi 4 made Choice 
of to be at the Head of the Adminiſtration. The 
C 4 | Af- 
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Affairs of the Kingdom did ſoon take a quite 
different Turn. Ihe Weakneſs to which it 
was reduced by the fatal Blow, which Ali-Homa- 
jou had given it, the Diſtruſt, which had only 
encreaſed during Mirza- Hladdi'sæ Adminiſtra- 
tion, the Scarcity of Corn, which happen'd 
the Year before he was removed, the Miſery 
and Diſeaſes, the unavoidable Conſequences of 
a Famine ; the diſadvantageous Rate to which 
the current Coin had been raiſed ; the Diſorders 
which prevailed in every Branch of the Govern- 
ment, and eſpecially in the Finances, all theſe 
Evils vaniſhed away ; publick Truſt gained the 
upper Hand both within and without the King- 
dom, Trade revived, every I hing was put in 
a good Order, and Per/ia *%, which ſome 
Moons before looked like a waſte and deſolate 
Country, became in a little Time more flouriſh- 
ing, than perhaps it had ever been. If there 
were but this ſingle Event during the whole Ad- 
miniſtration of //-mael-Beg ©, it does him an in- 
finite deal of Honour, and deſerves that, after 
the Example of ancient Rome, Statues be 
crected to him, as the Reſtorer of his Country. 
But if he did then promote the general Good of 
the Kingdom, he could ſoon after be charged 
with procuring the Ruin of many Families, by 
ſuppreſſing certain yearly Rents payable during 
their Lives, and charged on the very Funds of 
the State; Rents which ought to have been fo 
much the more ſacred, that the Neceſſity of 
the Times, rather than the public Credit, had 
5 | forced 
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forced ſeveral private Perſons, even as ſoon 
as the: Adminiſtratioh of Ali-Homajouꝭ, to de- 
poſite their Fortunes into the Hands of the 
Sovereign at a moderate Intereſt. That Con- 
trivance rendered /mael-Beg 5 odious to the 
whole Nation. It was reckoned unjuſt to make 
the Sophi b win in leſs than one Day, what in 
a ſmall Number of Years he would have ac- 
quired naturally and lawfully by the Death of 
the Perſons concerned; this Injuſtice appeared 
the more heinous, as the Benefit hence accru- 
ing to the Prince was but ſmall, and the Loſs to 
every private Perſon very great. e 
1/mael-Beg was ſenſible of the Diſcredit he 
had drawn upon himſelf in the Minds of the 
People, and, to win again the Eſteem of the 
Publick, he thought himſelf obliged to make a 
Sacrifice of Mahamet *, who had the Manage- 
ment of the Finances. He imagined, that by 
turning him out, he would, perſuade the Per- 
ſians * that this Sub-miniſter was the only Au- 
thor of the Miſchief; but he was diſappointed 
in his Expectation : For though Mabamet was 


EF# known to be a hard-hearted Man, always upon 


the Watch to ſeize a favourable Opportunity to 


= promote the Sovereign's Advantage, yet he was 


reckon'd a Man of Senſe and judgment, he 
had acquired a great Experience, was very ſkil- 
ful, perfectly acquainted with the Condition of 
the Kingdom, and diſpoſed to balance, with: a 
kind of Equity, the Intereſt of the Prince with 
that of the Subjects. Far from ſuſpecting him 
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of propoſing that fatal Project, it was unqueſ- 
tionably known, that he had ſtrongly oppoſed 
it. So that he was generally pitied, and //maet- 

Beg «alone continued loaded with the publick 


Hatred. Mabamet did not long ſurvive his Miſ- 


fortune. 5 | | 

His Poſt was given to Rhedil, a Man of a 
mean Extraction, who had ſpent Part of his 
Lite in the Corps of the Goulams (a), where he 
commanded a Troop: of fifty Horfe. Rhea, 
when IJſmael- Beg pitched upon him, was alread 
in a declining Age ; he was tall, of a wares 4 


Aſpect, a ſour Look, a knitted Brow, a hoarſe ” | 
Voice, a ſavage Acceſs, and the Tone of his 


Voice was extremely rough: He was charged 
with loving Prefents, and with ſuffering even 
his neareſt Relations to ſell his Protection for 
Money : He had, by means of his Employ- 
ment, eſtabliſhed his Fortune and that of his 
Family, upon a ſolid Foundation. He was ob- 
ſtinate, unacquainted with Bufineſs, almoſt al- 
Ways refuſing, ſeldom granting any Favour, and 
both without knowing why ; making of every

capable to procure the Nation the leaſt Relief, 
and not being ſenſible, that by requiring Supplies 
from the People beyond Meafure, he drained 
the very Springs of the Prince's Treaſures, 
He was uncapable to procure any Favour or 
Indulgence to the Trading Part of the Nation

mon Care to keep always large Funds ready, a 
kind of Merit eſteemed much beyond its 
Worth, and which he was poſleſs'd of to the 
higheſt Degree. In order to pay his Court to 
Iſnael-Beg ", by ſeeming to comply with his 
| Inclination to ſaving, he uſed to delay neceſſary 
Payments, and to cut off ſeveral Articles from 
the Bills of Undertakers and Workmen, with- 
out any Examination, and without entring into 
Particulars. Otherwiſe he was a Man of Wit, 
and acquired, during the long. Time he con- 
tinued , in Place, the Knowledge he wanted: 
On ſome Occaſions he gave good Advice with 
regard to ſome difficult Undertakings, the good 
or bad Succeſs of which depended on proper 
Meaſures previouſly taken, and from Prepara- 
tions proportion'd to their Importance; in 
which the Event prov'd that his Thoughts 
were well grounded. x | 
In the mean Time, the Kingdom ease 2 
profound Peace: But 1/mael-Beg queſtioned, 
not without Reaſon, whether it would con- 
tinue much longer. The Jealouſy of ſome 
Powers, always, the Enemies of Per/ia *®, the 
Contempt they had perhaps entertained for the 
Adminiſtration of a Man, whoſe way of living 
had been till then of a quite different kind,' 
Treaties between ſeveral Princes, conſiderable 
warlike Preparations, which were making in the 
neighbouring Countries, every Thing ſeemed 
to forebode an approaching War, which1/mael- 
Beg judged unavoidable for Perſia, conſidering 


her ſituation, and how much ſhe was concerned

in the general Affairs of Aſia v. Therefore this 
Miniſter renewed the ancient Alliances, entred 


into new ones, and, at all Events, put himſelf 
in a Condition to fear nothing. Augmentations 
were made in the Armies; the Officers had Or- 
ders to get their Field-Equipages ready, and to 
lepair immediately to their reſpective Stations; 


Generals were appointed, and the Frontier- 


'Fowns put in a State of Defence. . 
A Rupture was at Hand, the Armies were 
ready to take the Field, when a Spirit of Con- 


dCiliation ſeized all the contending Powers; ſo 


that the great Preparations which /macl-Beg 
had made, came to be of no uſe, unleſs it be 
perhaps to make the Enemies of Perſia reflect a 


little, and to inſpire them with more Regard for 


her, and with more Circumſpection. All the 
Princes put down their Arms, and, in Emula- 
tion of one another, ſent their Embaſſadors to 
Schiras 1, a City in Perſia, which [/mael-Beg 
had pointed out to them, there to examine the 


Leſpective Claims and Intereſts of the Parties, 


and to endeavour to ſecure the Tranquillity of 
all 47a”. Thus all the Powers found them- 


ſelves obliged to come and treat, as it were, in 
the very Preſence of the /themadoulet *, and to 
ling to the Tune he was pleaſed to ſet them. 


Perſia acquired a. great deal of Honour and 
Glory at that Juncture, but the greateſt Part of 
it was due to Coſrous, upon whom 1/mael-Beg * 
had beſtowed both the Place of Firſt Secretary 
of State, and that of Keeper of the Sopbhi 's. 
Seal, after the Disfavour of Fazel , and the

Reſignation of his Son Abdoul *, two Perſons 
whom we have mentioned above. 

Coſrou was of a diſtinguiſhed Family among 
the Gentlemen of the Law, and amongſt whom 
he had filled with Glory one of the chief Poſts, 
le was a great Politician, endowed with a ſub- 

lime, but dangerous Genius. To a refined 
and delicate Wit, he joined an eaſy and ob- 
liging Acceſs, a charming Familiarity, and an 
enſnaring Converſation. He kept Correſpon- 
dence with the greateſt Lords at Court, and 
converſed with them without Meanneſs ; he 
was welcome with the Ladies ; careful in pro- 
curing himſelf powerful Friends, whoſe Credit 
might ſupport him, in caſe he ſhould come to- 
be out of Favour. He was ſkilful in finding out 
his Enemies, and could diſappoint their Mea- 
ſures with ſo much the more Certainty, as he 
was perfectly acquainted with all the Intrigues 
of the Court : He had extenſive Views, large 
Defigns, and an almoſt unbounded Correſpon- 
dence. He was ſecret without Aﬀectation, and 
ſacrificed part of his Sleep to Buſineſs, ſo that 
he was expcditious : He attempted many things 
at cnce, but was equal to them all. He was a 
Lover of Men of Merit, and a Protector and 


' Encourager of the liberal Arts, zealous to make 


them flouriſh. He was beloved and courted by 
Foreigners, who went away from him always. 
ſatisfied, and enchanted ; he was dreaded by all 
the Powers in 4/a? : He never refuſed, but 
what it was impoſſible for him to grant, and 
his Refuſal was always attended with a great. 
Politeneſs, and Teſtimonies of Affection. In 
every thing he was ſuperior to //mael-Beg, who 

7 5 | | repoſed 
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repoſed his Confidence in him; but he was tired 


with acting only as a Subaltern, ſo much the 
more, as he was ſenſible of his Superiority. In 


a Word, we may ſay, that he was a Man of 


Merit. 


Excepting the Finances, and the inland Trade 
of the Kingdom, which was the Province of 


Rhedi *, the Detail of Affairs was divided be- 
tween three Perſons, who gave an Account of 


them to Coſrou; the latter conferr'd afterwards 


about them with Jmael Beg. — 

The firſt had the Direction of the Marine, 
and the foreign Trade; his Name was Rica“. 
He had a long and lean Face, a large Forehead, 
large and blue Eyes, a pretty ſweet Aſpect, a 
long Noſe, a Mouth neither ſmall nor large; a 
peaked Chin, his Head a little flat ; an agreea- 
ble Air, a pale Complexion, a Conſtitution 
which ſeemed weak, a tall and thin Shape, a 
thin Leg, and a pretty noble Countenance. 


He was lively, ambitious, born with a great 


deal of Wit, perfectly acquainted with all the 
Delicacies of his Mother- Tongue; expreſſing 
himſelf with a graceful Air; underſtanding, and 
working with Eaſineſs, but lazy; a Fault which 


his Inclination for Feaſting and Pleaſures, in 


which he ſometimes ſpent whole Nights, forced 
upon him, by the Neceflity he was under, to 
take in the Day-time the Reſt he loſt at Night. 
He entered very young, and in the Reign of 


Cha-Abas ©, upon the Employment he had; and 


as he had enjoyed many Years, he acquired in 


it a very great Experience, of which he did 


not make all the Uſe he might, and ought to 

have done. He loved Men of Letters, and the

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polite Arts; he had made ſeveral Friends, and 
knew how to keep them: But he kept Compa- 
ny only with a few oluptuous Men like him- 
ſelf, with whom, and often alſo with gay La- 


dies, he uſed to make in the Evening ſecret Par- 


ties of Pleaſures, the Charms of which conſiſt- 
ed leſs in the exquitite Meats, and moſt delici- 
ous Wines, than in the Abundance of witty, 
delicate, free, and even licentious Things that 
were ſaid, and in the uncommon and diverting 
Scenes that paſſed there. He was beloved by 
the whole Body of 'the Sea-faring Men, whoſe 
Intereſt he ſtrongly ſupported on every Occa- 
ſion, He had found Means to pleaſe Cha Se- 


pbi a, who looked kindly upon him; nor was 


he out of Favour with //nae-Beg *, to whom 
he was reproached to have paid his Court with 
ſome Meanneſs, a-Weakneſs which the Care of 
making his Fortune, and the Eſteem and Ad- 
vantages annexed to a conſiderable Poſt might 
render excuſable. | 5 

The ſecond was O/man f, whom 7/mael-Beg 
had taken from the Government of a Province, 
to confer upon him the Direction of Matters 
relating to War: An Office to which he was 
unequal, and the Functions of which 'he per- 
formed only by the- Aſſiſtance of Men of an 
accompliſhed. Underſtanding, and of whoſe 
Knowledge and Labour he reaped all the Ho- 
nour and Reputation. He was too ſevere, lit- 
tle beloved by the Gentlemen of the Sword, 
whoſe Intereſt he did not ſufficiently Support. 


He was worn out, not ſo much by Labour, 


and by Age, for he was not old, as by indulg- 
ing his Pleaſures without Moderation. 
The. 
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The third, whoſe Name was Haſſein &, had 
the Direction of the general Affairs relating to 
the Religion of the Gaurzs h, and to the Diſpo- ll 
ſal of the Places of Moullabhs, and other Gen- 
tlemen of the Law i. This was a little Man, 
as thick as he was long, without any Ambj- 
tion, and of a very indifferent Underſtanding ; 
he was more taken up with Pleaſures, - and the 
Company of Women, than with the Affairs of 
his Office. //mael-Beg found him in his Em- 
ployment, and continued him in it; judging 
perhaps that the Buſineſs he was charged with 
did not require a greater Capacity. 

If the different Stateſmen we have been ſpeak- 
ing of, be well conſidered; if their different. 
Genius's, their Characters, their Talents, their 
Virtues, and their Defects, be compared toge- 
ther, one cannot form a very favourable' Judg- 
ment of the Government of Pera *; and one 
may well be ſurprized, that that Kingdom, 
though rich, powerful, and peopled with Sub- 
jects, who are brave, induſtrious, of an un- 
thaken Love and Tidelity for their Sovereign, 
was capable to bear itfelf up. Co/rou ' was the 
only Perſon who could be ſaid to have all the 
Qualifications neceſſary in a great Miniſter : 


But when the Jealouſy of his Brethren could 


not cauſe the advantageous Schemes he pro- 
pcſed to be rejected, their Ignorance, their 
Lazineſs, or their Want of Good-will made 


them mitcarry in the Execution. Thus that 


great Empire governed itſelf, if I may be

had been uſed a long Time; or to ſpeak more

Let us leave Perſia a Moment, to give an 
Account of an Event, at which all Lia was 
aſtoniſhed. Koturi, Prince of Jeſova, who 
ſince ten Years had found Means to add to his 
Principality the Kingdom of Nechal v, being 
| tired with governing Subjects, who were not 
| Jeſs tired too with obeying him, reſolved on a 
ſudden to abdicate his Dominions in Behalf of 
his Sen Kor/ula 4, then about twenty-nine,: or 
thirty Years old. He kept to himſelf only a 
moderate Income, and a Caſtle to which he re- 
tired with a Woman Slave whom he loved en- 
tirely, and with a ſmall Number of Officers. 
The Abdication of this Prince could not be be- 


lieved, till the Moment People were poſitively 
. certain

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certain that 'Kor/ula was really in a quiet Poſſeſ- 
ſion of his Father's Dominions. Amongſt the 
ſeveral Motives which were thought to have 
determined XKoturi, that which ſeems the moſt 
probable is as tollows. That Prince being pret- 
ty much advanced in Years, did not queſtion 
but his Subjects were not very well pleaſed with 
his Adminiſtration, and were extremely attached 
to his Son, whom he looked upon as the greateſt 
Obſtacle to the Execution of a Deſign he had 
formed. He judged that they would refuſe to 
acknowledge for their Sovereign the Woman 
Slave we have been ſpeaking of, with whom, 
being blinded by Love, he was reſolved to ſhare 
his Throne: He choſe therefore to lead an eaſy 
and quiet Life with that ſame Woman, whom, 
they ſay, he married, rather than to run the 
Danger of expoſing his Authority, and to have 
the Vexation not to ſucceed in an Affair he had 
ſo much at Heart. But being afterwards ani- 
mated by the artful Diſcourſes of that ambiti- 
ous Favourite, who had an abſolute Power 
over him, it was not long before he repented 
that he ever left the Throne. He wanted onl 
a plauſible Pretence to aſcend. it again, and ſuf- 
ficient Means not to miſcarry in the Attempt. 
The Means were ſoon afforded to him by the 
great Number of Malecontents his Son had late- 
ly made, by removing, without the leaſt Re- 
gard to his Recommendation, the Miniſters and 
principal Lords, of whom his Councils were 
compoſed; and the Pretence he was made to 
find in the Conduct of the preſent Adminiſtra- 
tion, which could not but be looked upon as a 
Cenſure of his own : A Conduct, fay they, 
which gave juſt Reaſons to fear, that theſe Do- 
minions which he had enlarged, and rendered 
flouriſhing 
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flouriſhing during a long Reign, were now go- 
ing to decline, and to fall, by the Imprudence 
and want of Knowledge in a Prince, who gave 
himſelf over to ſuch Miniſters which the pre- 
ceding Government, that was ſo underſtanding, 
always thought proper to keep out of the Admi- 
niſtration: Men, beſides, who could be juſtly 
ſuſpected to have no other Views but their own 
private Intereſt to the Detriment of the State, 
ſince they laboured nothing more earneſtly than 
to remove thoſe who by a long Experience and 
unſhaken Fidelity were alone capable to op- 
poſe their pernicious Schemes. Such Diſcourſes 
being often repeated produced their Effect. Ko- 
turi formed ſecretly a powerful Party, by the 
Aſſiſtance of which, he would certainly have 
aſcended the Throne again, had not Kor ſula, 
almoſt the very Moment the Plot was to be ex- 
ecuted, been informed, by the Care of an able 
and vigilant Miniſter u, of the Conſpiracy made 
againſt him. He prevented Noturi, confined him 
fo cloſely in his Caſtle, that one would have 
took him for a State Criminal, rather than for 
the Father of the reigning King. Toturi lived 
but about two Years after his Abdication. He 
was not much lamented at his Death, and car- 
ried with him to the Grave the Reputation of a 
deceitful, diſſembling and faithleſs Prince, who 
abandoned a Party as ſoon as he found his Ac- 
count better in the oppoſite Party, having ſpent 
his whole Life in making a ſhameful Traffick of 
his Alliance, without any regard to the moſt 
ſolemn Treaties. For the reſt, he was a ſubtle 
Politician, knowing how to come to his Ends, 
underſtanding his own Intereſt perfectly well,

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capable to make the beſt Advantage of the Si- 


tuation of his Dominions, the Uſefulneſs of 


which with regard to the Powers who ſurround- 


ed him, he was thoroughly apprized of. His 
Son, who was a brave Prince, and verſed in the 
Art of War, ſhewed afterwards to all 4/a *, 
that by ſucceeding to the Dominions of his Fa- 
ther, he had alſo inherited his Genius, his Am- 


bition, and his refined Policy. 


In the mean Time, the Court of Perſia was 
not free of Intrigues. Each Miniſter had his Par- 


ty, each Party was headed by Perſons who had a 


great Credit and Power, and the Women, be- 
ing determined either by their Inclination, by 
their Fancy, or by ſome private Intereſts, were 
the Soul of theſe different Parties. The Fa- 
mily of Mirza-Haddi -, with a great many 
Lords, whoſe Sentiments were ruled by the 
Rank and Power of that Family, ſupported 
Coſrou *. Roxana, Mirza-Haddi's Mother, a 
proud, reſolute, paſſionate, and revengeful Prin- 
ceſs, ſomething fond of Confuſion, and who 
loved to make a Figure, animated that Faction, 

e/Jeing d, Soliman ©, and Sevagi *, without de- 
claring themſelves openly againſt Co/roz, inclin- 
ed for Rica © and [brahim . The Authority of 
theſe Princes, together with the Credit of their 
Relations and Friends, who were very nume- 
rous, put it ſo much the more in their Power 
to balance the Party of Ceſrou, as the Athema- 
daulet ® and Sevagi were Friends. The latter 
had declared himſelf particularly for Rica, and

Brothers, there was a great miſunderſtanding. 
Iſnael-Beg, who was Maſter of Cha-Sephi's \ 

ind, protected Hedi and Oſinan *, and that 
powerful Protection ſecured them ſufficiently 


againſt all Events. As for Haſſein , his Hap- 


pineſs, and the little Jealouſy he gave, ſupport- 
ed him perhaps as much, as the Favour he was 
in with ſome Women, leſs however on his own 
Account, and of the Services he was in a Con- 
dition to do, than for the Sake of the Perſons 
who had a Friendſhip for him. | 5 bot 

Two Women, among others, made a ſhin- 


ing Figure at Court, and by the Diſtinction 


which Cha-Sephi honoured them with, gave a 
great Advantage to Sevagi and to his Party. 
The one, named Fatme*, was Roxana's Daugh- 
ter, and Mirza-Haaddi's Siſter : A Princeſs who 
was once extremely beautiful ; and though ſhe 
had paſt the Prime of her Age was yet, on 
ſome Days, very handſome. She was neither 


tall nor ſhort, but well-ſhaped, and every way 


graceful ; ſhe had a noble Gait, an acute and 
delicate Wit; ſhe was of amiable Converſation, 
a good Miſtreſs, a tender and conſtant Friend; 
being extremely moved at Quarrels and Diſ- 
putes ; ſhe avoided giving Occaſion to any; ſhe 
loſt no Friends but with Grief, and always by 
their own Fault ; ſhe loved doing Service, and 
ſeized with Zeal all Opportunities for it ; ſhe 
was both high-ſpirited and meek, fad and gay, 


indolent and briſk, ſometimes humorous ; jea- 
lous 
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lous of her Rank, poſitive in her Sentiments, 
loving Pleaſure, turning Day into Night, and 
Night into Day; and was thought to be pri- 
vately married to a Lord of the higheſt Rank, 
who was ſaid to have won her Heart many 
Years ſince, but whom, for ſome Reaſons of 
State, ſhe could never procure to be openly de- 
clared her Huſband. | | 
The ſecond, named Zelwda®, was a long 
time united with Farm? by the Ties of the moſt 
tender Friendſhip. Nothing could break their 
Union as long as Prince Sevage Zelida's Huſ- 
band was living. But after his Death ſhe fell 
out all on a ſudden with Fatme, and theſe two 
Princeſſes, once inſeparable, did abſolutely ceaſe 
ſeeing one another. This Alteration was the 
more ſurprizing, as Zelida, who had a great deal 
of Wit, could not be thought to be ignorant, 
how much it concerned both herſelf, and her 
Son, ſtill very young, to be now more inti- 
mately than ever united with Fazme. But as 
be was governed by Nargum, the firſt of his 
amily who made any Figure, and in whom 
ſhe had intirely placed her Confidence, ſhe 
thought and acted only by his Inſtigation. He 
hated Fatmé, whoſe Aſcendant he dreaded, 
and to whom he was not acceptable ; and he 
found Means to inſpire Zelida with his own 
Sentiments. Nargum, though born with Wit 
and Talents, was not ſufficiently acquainted 
with the Humours of the Court, and imagin'd 
that he could ſucceed in the moſt difficult Un- 
dertakings, without any other Aſſiſtance but 
his own Knowledge, and without any Support 


but the Rank and Credit of Zelida. He there- 
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fore thought it beneath himſelf, to conſult 
others and take their Advice, and to unite to- 
gether all the Friends of Zelida's Family in 
ſuch Circumſtances, as deeply concerned the 
Intereſts, either of Zelida, or of her Son. The 
too great Aſcendant this Man, who was but 
little eſteemed, had gained over Zelida, and 
the Sentiment with which he had inſpired her, 
cooled the Friendſhip of Fatm and of other 
powerful Friends ; and the ill-timed Steps he 


m ade her take in ſuch Circumſtances as were 


of the utmoſt Importance to young Savagi, 
impaired the Credit of that Princeſs, and leſ- 
ſened the Eſteem ſhe had gained at Court. 
Zelida, born of a Family extremely illuſtri- 
ous by being match'd with Perſons of high 
Rank, and by the moſt diſtinguiſhed Employ- 
ments, had a great deal of Wit, was of a proud 
Character, but a good Heart, Very much ad- 
dicted to her Religion, ſhe performed moſt ſeru- 
pulouſly all'the Duties of it, and had no Man- 
ner of Taſte for noiſy Pleaſures ; ſhe knew how 
to render herſelf amiable according to Time 
and Circumſtances : Her Thoughts were witty, 
and ſhe expreſſed them with Delicacy ; ſhe was 
amuſing, loved to ſpend high, ſupported her 
Rank with Dignity, was eaſily prepoſſeſſed, and 
never ſuffered herſelf to be undeceived : She was 
ambitious, jealous of the Prince's Favour, 
knowing how to preſerve it; quick at under- 
taking, conſtant in the Execution ; ſometimes 
little, and too often hard-hearted towards her 
Servants ; not enough upon her Guard againſt 
thoſe who ſtudied her weak Side, in order to 
lead her as they pleaſed ; truſting and miſtruſt- 
ing the ſame Perſons, often without well know- 


ing 
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ing why : She was but little grateful, and leſs 
generous. She had brown Eyes inclining to 
black, and ſomething deep, a Countenance 
proud or kind, according to the Perſons ſhe 
ſpoke to, but moſt generally rough ; a full Face, 
a beautiful Mouth, a charming Smile, a Com- 


Hands of an exquiſite Beauty, a clumſy Shape, 
a heavy and ungenteel Gait, a piercing Voice, 
and an abſolute way of ſpeaking, | 


Whilſt ſhe was the Widow of a young Per- 


fian © Lord, with whom ſhe liv'd but three 
Years, her Beauty and Wit touch'd the Heart 
of Savagi * ; he made Love to her a long 
Time, and being obliged to uſe a great Cau- 


tion with regard to 4li-Homajou®, he did not 


marry her but till after that Prince's Death, who 
certainly would nct have given his Conſent to 


that Match. She was about thirty-ſix Years 


old, when Savagi gave her, together with his 
Hand, the Rank and Title of a Princeſs. 
Their Union proved one of the happieſt in the 
World: Zelida repaid with the greateſt Love, 
the extreme Tenderneſs of Savagi, who re- 
nouncing for her ſake all other Women, loved 
only her to his very Death, and gave her in 


that laſt Moment the ſtrongeſt Proofs of his Af- 


fection. This tender Couple lived together 
about thirteen Vears, and of all the Fruits of 
their Marriage they could keep only one Prince, 
who was ſo much the dearer to them, as it had 
been a very difficult Taſk to rear him up. His 
Mother doated upon him, and as from the Mo- 


ment he was born ſhe had been uſed to tremble 
for

plexion ſomewhat reddiſh, her Breaſt, Arms and 
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for his Life, the ſlighteſt Indiſpoſition he la- 
bour'd under ſtruck her with deadly Fears. 
Prince Sevagi, fince his Marriage, uſed to 
ſpend the beſt Part of the Year at a beautiful 
Seat of his, about ten Leagues diſtant from / 
pahan t. The Caſtle was an ancient Building, 


the Outfide of which had no great Appearance; 


but the Inſide was moſt ſumptuous by the pro- 
digious Sums Sevagi had ſpent to beautify and 
adorn it. A good Taſte appeared in all the 
Apartments, the Diſpoſition of which was no 
leſs convenient than well contrived. As that 
Caſtle was ſituated in a marſhy Ground, the Air 


of it was not very healthful ; but the Delight, 


which the Poſſeſſors of it knew to procure, and 
the Pleaſure of Hunting, which an extenſive 


Park, abounding with Game, afforded, drew 


thither continually a Concourſe of good Com- 
pany. The Air of Magnificence which appeared 


in that Houſe, ſhewed the Wealth and Grandeur 


of Sevagi, and the Attention his Slaves had to 
make every thing anſwerable to the Generoſity 


and noble Sentiments of their Maſter, gained 


him the Love and Reſpect of every one, and to 
them an univerſal Eſteem. . wo 


Thither Cha-Sephi 5 went now and then to 


divert himſelf from the Fatigues of a trouble- 
ſome Court. It was not the Monarch that 
came to Sevagi's Houſe, but a tender Friend, 
charm'd to paſs ſome Days with him and Zelida, 
and with a ſmall Number of. choſen Ladies and 
Courtiers. Hunting, which that Prince was 
paſſionately fond of, employed him Part of the 
Day; in the Evening Gaming and Supper af- 
21 BH; e 8 forded 
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forded him new Pleaſures, which uſed to be con · 
tinued till pretty late in the Night. There the 
Sophi k being pleaſed becauſe he was free, ap- 
peared gay and amiable, he enliven'd the Con- 
verſation, was pleaſed to join with the Spright- 
lineſs of Zelida and Fatme, was careful to direct 
his Speech to every one, and to ſet this whole 
little Court at Eaſe. IJſinauel-Begi, though Se- 
vagi's intimate Friend, was ſeldom of thoſe 
Parties, either on the Account of his advanced 
Age, or of his Health. ; 
During ten Years, that is to ſay, as long as 
Sevagi lived, Cha-Sephi never failed to go every 
Year ſeveral Times to that Caſtle : But fince 
that Prince's Death he went thither but ſeldom, 
which is a ſtrong Proof of the Love and Eſteem 
He had for him. It is true, however, that if 
Zelida, when a Widow, had led a lefs retired 
Life; if her Son's Intereſt had made her ſenſi- 
ble of the Neceſſity there was that ſhe ſhould 
ſtill continue to appear, and make a Figure at 
Court, in order to introduce that young Prince 
there; if during the Sophi's laſt Journies to her 
Houſe ſhehad not avoided making one at Supper 
or rather, if Nargum, an ill-contriving and ig- 
norant Steward, had not, by his inſolent Beha- 
viour, and an ill-tim'd Niggardlineſs, given 
Diſcontent to ſome of Cha-Sephi's Attendants, 
who, without being of a certain Rank, had ne- 
vertheleſs a great Credit with him ; it is true, I 
ſay, that if it had not been for all, or ſome of 
theſe Reaſons, there was Room to hope, that 
this Prince, who tenderly loved both the Mo- 
ther and the Son, would have continued thoſe 
Parties of Pleaſure, But Means were found — 
make 
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make him grow out of Conceit with them, and 
ſoon after, to turn his Steps another Way. 

The Sophi was not always taken up with 
Pleaſure during his Stay at Seragi's Houſe ; 
ſometimes he locked himſelf up with him Ze- 
lida and Fatme, and ſometimes with either of 
them : and in thoſe precious Moments they ob- 


tain'd from the Monarch whatever their ewn 


Intereſt, or that of their Friends and Depen- 
dants made them afk; but it. was done with 


_ Diſcretion, and almoſt always with the Athema- 


doulet'sæ Conſent, which they took Care to ob- 
tain beforehand, or to procure afterwards. Tt 
was in thoſe little Councils that they obtain'd 
for the young Prince, Sevagi's Son, the Sur- 
vivorſhip of his Father's Employments and 
Governments ; and that they found Means to 
have Nadir, Zelida's Son by her firſt Huſband, 
called back from his Baniſhment, who, by 
an Imprudence, which his Youth alone could 
excuſe, had entered into a Confpiracy, the De- 


ſign of which was to procure the Ruin of 1/- 


mael-Beg®, It was in thoſe private Meetings, 
that the Foundations were laid long beforehand, 
for the Removal of Coſrou, and that ſuch _ 
Strokes were levelled at him, as prov'd ſo much 
the more effectual, as he was ignorant of 


them; and here alſo it was, that by Z/maet- 


Beg's Advice, who had ſome Thoughts to re- 
ſign, Meaſures were taken to put Prince Sevagi 


at the Head of the Adminiſtration. Finally, it 


was in thoſe Parties of Pleaſure, that they 
5 imagined 
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imagined they obſerved in Cha- Sephi“ a riſing In- 
clination for the fair Sex, and that leſt he ſnould 
conſult only his Eyes and his Heart, to raiſe to the 
Rank of a Favourite a young and beautiful Wo- 
man, and for that very Reaſon ambitious and capa- 
ble to govern him, they thought they could do no- 
thing better for their common Intereſt, than to 
determine his Inclination in Behalf of Retima , 
who had none of thoſe Qualifications they 
dreaded, but was a Woman, who could be de- 
pended upon, and whom they made promiſe 
that ſhe ſhould be content with the Honours of 
the Handkerchief, and would attempt nothing 
with the Sophi without the Concurrence of thoſe 
Perſons, whom ſhe knew, were in Poſſeſſion of 
that Prince's Confidence and Eſteem. A moſt 
ſingular Convention, by which Retima bought 
very deara ſhew of Credit, and the Honour of 
making a Figure by Cha-Sephi's Side in thoſe 
Parties, to which none but his moſt intimate 
Friends were admitted ; but a Convention, 
which ſhe kept moſt religiouſly, as long as ſhe 
continued in Favour. Her Faithfulneſs in this 
deſerves ſo much the more to be commended, 
thatit is perhaps ſingle in its kind, and that ſhe 
was no Doubt ſenſible, that there are ſome 
Moments of Triumph, in which a Favourite 
may dare any Thing, and aſk any Thing from 
the Sovereign, even from the leaſt courteous to- 
wards the Ladies, eſpecially if ſhe be his firſt 
Inclination. But it is probable that Retima's 
Paſſions turned entirely to the Advantage of the 
Heart only, and that ſhe looked upon Cha- 
Sepbi leſs as a Monarch, than as a Lover to 
| whom 
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whom ſhe might entirely addict herſelf ; and 
accordingly ſhe had a real Love for that Prince. 
Retima, Wife to Uſbeck ? a Perſian * Lord, was 
neither young nor handſome ; the was near 
thirty-five Years old, had a long Face and Noſe, 
a large and high Forehead, her Cheeks ſome- 
thing flat, a large Mouth, her Complexion 
brown rather than fair, two large Eyes, pretty 
fine, very briſk, but ſomething rough in her 
Looks; her Voice was coarſe, and her Neck 
and Arms ugly ; ſhe was reckon'd to have a 
fine Leg, which perhaps was owing to her Lean- 
neſs. She was tall, and walked with a free and 
deliberate Air, but with nothing agreeable nor 
grand in it, though ſhe uſed to dreſs in an high 
Taſte, and with an infinite Art, wherein ſhe had 
a particular Talent, which the Ladies at Court 
endeavoured in vain to imitate. She had a great 
deal of Wit and Probity, and little or no Am- 
bition : She was amuſing, gay, of an even Tem- 
per, a ſure, generous and compaſſionate Friend, 
endeavouring to ſerve others, but by indirect 
Means, not being able to do it herſelf, without 
running the Danger of loſing the Sophi's Fa- 
your, the Friendſhip of thoſe Perſons to whom 
ſhe was indebted for it, and above all, the Pro- 
tection of 1/mael-Beg *, who being ſenſible of 
the Neceſlity there was of ſuffering a Favourite, 
had been ſo well advifed, as not to diſprove the 
Choice that had been made of Retima, who, he 
knew, was not of a Character to endeavour to 
deprive him of the Aſcendant he had gained 
over the Sophi. $9 b 
= 1 
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It has been ſurmized that this Paſſion was not 
real, and ſerved only to cover a ſecret Com- 
merce of Cha- Sephi with a Siſter of Retima, 
named Zachi ", lately married with a young 
Lord of the Court. Zachi was tall, not more 
provided with Charms than Retima, but young- 
er. She had an infinite deal of Wit, was 
haughty, enterprizing, envious, revengeful, want- 
ing to govern, and to make herſelf be feared ; 
having few Friends, and little capable to make 
any, minding nothing but her own Intereſt ; 
having no other Views but to make the beſt 
Advantage of the Favour ſhe enjoyed, wherejn 
ſhe would have ſucceeded, if Death had not 
topped her in the Peginning of her Career. 
in a Word, ſhe would have proved a dangerous 
Favourite, She died in Child-bed, and was but 
little lamented ; there were ſome Suſpicions, 
that the too great Favour ſhe enjoyed, and her 
reſtleſs and ambitious Temper did not cantri- 
bute a little to ſhorten her Days. Her Loſs 
made Cha-Sephi ſhed Tears for ſeveral Days. 
Tendcr Retima, who had an excellent Heart, 
aſſiſted him effectually in that ſad Office, and 
bewailed her Siſter's Death ſincerely. As the 
Sophi did very much lament for the Loſs of 
Zachi, and took a particular Care of the Child 
ſhe had brought into the World, theſe were 
thought ſufficient Reaſons to believe that he 
loved her entirely. 

The Pleaſures which this Death had inter- 
rupted, took again their uſual Courſe, Hunt- 
ing, ſeveral Journies made ſometimes to Seva- 
gi's Houſe, ſometimes to other Country Seats 
not far diſtant from the capital City, the ten-

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der Inclination and endearing Cares of Retima, 
who always attended Cha-Sephi, the Attention 
which Faimò and Zelida had to divert him, and 
above all thoſe Suppers he was uſed to take in 
thoſe delicious Receſles, acceſſible only to his 
moſt intimate Friends, made him forget Zach.

on him, A fecret Door contrived in Cha-Se- 
phi's Apartments, gave him Liberty, whene- 
ver he had a Mind, to go to thoſe Receſſes 
with thoſe he was pleaſed to admit. Every 
thing there was ingeniouſly and conveniently 
diſpoſed. In order to give the Reader a pretty 
exact Notion of it, we think we cannot do 
better than to tranſcribe the Deſcription of it 
left us by an Author of thoſe Times, who is 
but little known, | |

c And even often, namely on the moſt ſo-

Thibet is a large and fruitful Country, ſituat- 
ed in Great Tartary. It borders on the King- 
dom of Zogathay e, and on the Empires of Ru 
fia, Mogol “ and China . It is divided into 
Great and Little Thibet, The Grandees of the 


Kingdom have an abſolute Power over the Peo-— 


ple, who are Slaves. The whole Strength of 


the Country conſiſts in Cavalry: The Govern- 
ment is mixed; the King can do nothing with- 
out the Concurrence and Conſent of the Gran- 
dees; but he has a Right to diſpoſe of Employ- 
ments and Governments, which howeyer can-- 
not be poſſeſſed but by Thibetians. That Crown 
has always been elective, and is ſold to the beſt 
Bidder. It is then that the Thibetians, who are: 


naturally covetous and greedy of Money, cauſe 


their Votes to be bought very dear, receiving: 
Preſents from all Hands, promiſing their Votes. 
to all the Candidates, declaring this Day for 
one, To-morrow for another, and even often 
changing Sides more than once in one and the- 
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ſame Day. When the King is to be choſen, 
the Cuſtom is, that every Lord mutt repair with 
a certain Number of I roops to the Place ap- 


pointed for the general Aſſembly: "Theſe diffe- 


rent Bodies being united, compoſe a numerous 
Army deſigned to ſecure the Electors againſt the 
Attempts of any ill deſigning Candidate, and 
to afford him, who is elected, a quick and ef- 
fectual Means to reduce by Force of Arms thoſe 
who might be againſt him. | 

It was many Years ſince Mabmoud, Raja of 
Zabar , had been elected King of that Coun- 


He had hardly taken Poſſeſſion of his new 


Dominions, but being emboldened by the 


Proximity of his Principality of Labor, whence 
he could eafily get powerful Supplies, he at- 


tempted to ſtretch his Authority tarther than any 


of his Predeceſſors had done, and to oppreſs 


the Liberty of the Grandees. He was even ſa 
imprudent, as to attack, without any Pretence, 
the King of Jaleſtellar s, whoſe Youth he pub- 
lickly deſpiſed. This injured King entered 
with an Army into Thibet, and being aſſiſted 
dy a diſcontented Party, he unthroned Mah- 
mou, who fled into his own Principality. At 


laſt having called together the Grandees of the 


Kingdom, he cauſed them to elect Chetour b, 
one of the moſt powerful Thibelian Lords, and 
who was intirely in his Intereſt. But the 
King of Jaletellor being young, eager after 


Conqueſts, and, like another Alexander, deſign- 


ing to carry his victorious Arms as far as he 

eould, was at laſt intirely defeated at Lotupva i. 

Immediately . AZatmoud enters again into Thi-

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bet with a numerous Army, attacks and beats 
Chetour, and forces him to fly in his Turn, 
This unfortunate King thought himſelf happy 
to be able to procure an Aſylum in Perfa *, 
where he ſpent his Days 8 till the 
Death of Mahmoud, when the A4themadoulet ' 
thought proper to take an Advantage of it;

favour of Cha-Sephi's Father-in-Law, he en- 
deavoured to. execute ſome Projects of a muck 
greater Importance.

In order to ſupport 
more effectually the Party of this Candidate, 
the Mogul and Ruſſia cauſed each an Army to 
march towards the Borders of Thibe? *, which 
was a very proper Method to make ſure of the 
Votes of the Grandees, who ſaw they had the 
worſt to fear from two Princes who petitioned 


Arms in Hand. JU/nael-Beg, more moderate in 


Appearance, cauſed it to be repreſented to all 
the Courts of 4//a?, that it was an odious 
Thing thus to conſtrain the Liberty of the 
Thibetians ; but at the ſame time he cauſed their 
Votes to be bought with the Money of Per- 

%a, by an able Emiſſary he had in Thiber. This 
Proceeding, which was more ſuitable to the 
Character df the Thibetians, added to Promiſes 
which Pera made to aſſiſt them powerfully, 
In cale they were attacked, and to the Inclina- 
tion they had for Chetouræ, who was born a- 
mong them, and had glready governed them, 
produced all the Effect, which Iſinael-Beg had 
expected. Nothing more was wanted but that 
Prince's Preſence, to remove all the Obſtacles 
that might remain ſtill. Great Preparations are

Thibet, attended only with one truſty Man. 
He is immediate ly elected by the Grandees of 
the Kingdom ; one only, who did not vote 
tor him, left the Aſſembly, and retired to 
ſome Diſtance from the Camp of Election, with 
the Troops he had brought with him, at the 
Head of which he proclaimed Mahmoud's Son. 
That Event would not have been attended 
with any dangerous Conſequence for Chekoxr, 
if putting himſelf immediately at the Head of 
the Lords Army, as he was preſſed to do, 
he had marched directly up to that Traitor, 
whom he 'would — have cut in Pieces. 
But whether it was that he was unwilling to 
mark his Acceſſion to the Crown by the ſpil-

Mahmoud's Son at its Head: This Imprudence 
coſt him his Crown a ſecond time; the greateſt 
Part of his Followers forſook him, and joined 
with his Competitor. The ſmall} Number of 
thoſe who continued faithful to him, could not 
withſtand a ſuperior Force: Che#«ur was ob- 
liged to fly, and to take Sanctuary with thoſe 
who were willing to follow him, in a Frontier 
Town * of Thibet, where he was immediately 
beſieged.

The Commanding Officer, who had but 
too well foreſeen that ill Succeſs, made his 
Retreat, and returned in good Order to the 
Capital of Bale#, where the reſt of the Sup- 
ply arrived a few Days after, A ſecond At- 
tempt was then reſolved upon, but it was 
thought proper to endeavour a Paſſage by Ar- 
tifice, rather than Force. They marched to 
the Enemy; but it was to no Purpoſe they 
employed all ſorts of Stratagems : They would 
have been obliged to retire ſhamefully, had 
not a young Officer about twenty Years old, 
offered, and he engaged his Life for it, to

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the Country perfectly well, and after avoiding 
many Dangers, and by ſeveral By-Roads, he 
arrived at laſt with him at Samarcande ', a City 
of Zagathay n, where, by the King's Order, he 
had all the Honours due to his Rank paid to 
him. He continued ſome time in that City, 
and left it only to return into Per ſia, where he 
led a more peaceable and happier Life than he 
would have done upon the Throne of Th:bet ; 
by the Peace that was made ſoon after, the Ti- 
tle of King of that Country was continued to 
him. There were even ſeveral other Marks of 
Diſtinction added to it ſufficient to ſatisfy that 
Prince, who had but little Ambition ; but 
which proved to Per/ia a full and very real In- 
demnification (a) for the great Expences which 
Cha-Sephi, under a Pretence of ſupporting his 
Father-in-Law, made in the War which he de- 
clared to the Mogul. 


When Chetour left Samarcande, he was fifty 


nine Years old. He was a Man of a middling 
Size, a clumſy Shape, high Shoulders, a full 
Face, an agreeable Air, a pretty plain Beha- 
viour, by which he had not ſufficiently that 
awful and majeſtick Air, which is required in 
Princes. He had a good Heart, and a ſweet 
Temper, with a generous Diſpofition, which 
his Fortune did not ſuffer him to mdulge. He 
was no Warrior, and leſs ambitious, but he be- 
haved himſelf with a little too much Familiarity, 
Differing very much in this from his Conſort 
the Queen, a haughty ambitious Woman, con- 
ſtantly regretting her former Grandeur, whilſt

that the Mogolians had already penetrated to 
his very Tent; ſo that, though ſtill in that 
Diſorder of a Man, who is juſt awaked out of 
his Sleep, he is obliged to fly, too happy to 
ſave his Perſon at the Expence of his Equipage. 
This little Misfortune, which was a natural 
Conſequence of his Preſumption and Impru- 
dence, gave Occaſion for ſome Days to the Sol- 
diers Jeſts, who are always — to ridicule 
every Thing, without reſpecting even their Ge- 
neral; but as his Courage was not called into 
Queſtion, his Reputation did not fuffer from 
that Misfortune. . 

It was about this Time that Cha-Sephi *, to 
reward the Services which Szjab, 1bbi, Neſſir, 
and Sei, did him in the Armies, ſent to each 
of them on the ſame Day the great Calaat *. 

Tho' the Mogol had ſent his choiceſt Troops 
to the Ganges u, and had given the Command 
of them to Semir , a brave and experienced Ge- 
neral, yet they were roughly uſed there. Fre- 
quent Actions between Detachments, in which 
the Meogolian Troops were almoſt always worſt- 
ed, Defiles forced, ſeveral Towns taken one 
after another, opened to the Enemies a Way 
towards the moſt beautiful Provinces of the 
Empire, and it was ſo much the more probable 
that they would make themſelves Maſters of 
them in a little Time, that Semir, having en- 
gaged a Battle, was killed the very Moment 
that the Ardour of his Troops, and a kind of 
Diſorder in thoſe of the Enemy, who till then 
had fought very bravely, gave him Hopes of a 
compleat Victory. Notwithſtanding the Care

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Troops, they were ſoon acquainted with it, 
Being then frightened, they did no longer at- 
tack with the ſame Vigour ; that Moment of 


Relaxation, revived the Courage of the com- 


bined Army; it fell with Fury upon the Mago. 
liaus, who being diſcouraged, made but a weal 
Reſiſtance, and took to their Heels. | 
The glorious Succeſs of this Campaign, to- 
gether with the Progreſs, which the CHineſe 


made on their Side, determined the Fate this 


War was likely to be attended with. Sigoten *, 
who ſucceeded to Semir, could not retrieve the 
Affairs of the Magolians , who were driven 
back from Poſt to Foſt. The King of Necbal * 
was preſent every where with an uncommon 
Activity and Valour. His Ability, at an Age 
in which a Man may want it without Shame, 
excelled that of the oldeſt Generals, and was 
the Admiration both of the Officers and the 
Soldiers. All reckoned to march to a ſure Vic- 


tory when headed by him. It was with ſuch a 


Spirit, ſo flattering for a General, and of fo 
good an Omen, that the Battle of Orixa was 
fought: A famous Battle, which proved ſo 
much the more bloody, as the two Armies at- 
tacked each other in ſeparate Bodies, which ſuc- 
ceeded one another by Turns, ſo that it may 
be ſaid, there happened as many Battles, as 


there were Bodies that engaged. Sigoten did 


all that could be expected from a great General, 
and the Magolians, as though this had been 
their laſt Effort, fought like deſperate Men. 
But at laſt, after a long Reſiſtance, - which coſt 
| them

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them a prodigious Number of Men, they yield- 
ed the Field of Battle to'the Enemy, who being 
extreamly fatigued, and having alſo loſt a great 
many Men, ſuffered them to make their Retreat 
without moleſting them, being content with an 
Advantage they had bought very dear. 

It was in this Action, that a Perſian Officer of 
Diſtinction d, leading his Troop to the Ene- 
my, had the Misfortune to fall down, 'and to 
be for a conſiderable Time trampled under the 
Feet of Men and Horſes: He was at laſt taken 
up in a deplorable Condition, but which was 
not attended with any bad Conſequence. He 
vas one of the moſt handſome Men that could 
be ſeen, and was charged with being as much 
in Love with himſelf as a Woman ; which oc- 
caſioned it to be ſaid, that trembling for his 
Beauty, he had choſen to fall, though with an 
almoſt unavoidable Danger of being killed, or 


at leaſt disfigured. 


Since this Battle there happened nothing ma-

their Family. He uſurped ſome Sovereignties 
from the lawful Heirs, ſold others which did 


not belong to him, and exerted unheard. of 
Ourtrages both within and without the Empire. 
When Cha-Reſſinc-Frola came to the Throne, 


he had no Manner -of Regard to the repeated 
Sollicitation of the Golcondians for the Reſtora- 
tion of their Rights and Priviledges, and parti- 
cularly to the Requeſt they made, that for the 
future the Crown of Golconda might not deſ- 
cend to the feminine Branches of the Emperor's 
Family. He reſolved to keep, and really kept 
for ſome Time the Dominions and Sovereign- 
ties of the Rajas of Multan and Viſapour, which 
his Predeceſſor had invaded. He: cauſed the 
Raja, whom his Father Cha-Polegol had created 
to be acknowledged ; he engaged the Em- 


pire in Wars, in which he alone was perſonally 


concerned: Finally he made that great Body ſwear 


to the Execution of the Decree, by which, 


two Years after his Acceſſion to the Imperial 


Crown, he had judged proper to ſettle the Or- 


der of Succeſſion of his Kingdoms, Dominions, 
Pooſſeſſions,

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Poſſeſſions, and other hereditary Eſtates of his 
Family; a Decree which by his Authority he 
cauſed to be admitted as a Law of the Empire, 
and which he had the Pleaſure to ſee guaranteed 
by moſt of the Powers of 4/a ©. 1 
That Decree, which was depoſited amongſt 
the public Records, as a perpetual and irrevo- 
cable Law, was to this Purpoſe : That in Caſe 
Cha-Reſſinc-Frola, fbould die without leaving any 
Male-Heirs, the eldeſt of his Daughters (the Right 
and Order of indivijible Primogeniture being al. 
ways preſerved) ſhould ſucceed to all his Kingdoms, 
Provinces and Dominions, without any Diviſion or 
Separation being ever made in Behalf of thoſe, ei- 
ther Male or Female, who ſhould be of the ſecond, 
third, or laſt Branch, or Degree, or otherwiſe ; for 


whatſoever Reaſon it might be, that ſame Right 


and Order of indiviſible Primogeniture being to be. 
kept in all the other Caſes, and for ever, at all 
Times, and for all Ages equally, whenever the Suc- 
ceſſion to the hereditary Kingdoms, States and Do- 
minions of” that Emperor ſhould happen to be open. 

This Prince's Succeſſion was immenſely large; 
beſides the Kingdoms of Golconda and Fenupar *, 


the Principalitiesof Delly*, Sembal, Bacarand Ben- 


gala, he left alſo the States of Candir, Bala- 
guata, Telenga, Carnatica, and Patma *, beſides a 
great many other Countries and Dominions. 
Immediately after his Death, his eldeſt Daugh- 
ter Nagar was proclaimed. Queen of Golconda 
and Jenupar, Sovereign Princeſs of Delly, and 
of all her Father's hereditary Provinces and Do- 
minions, according to the Order ſettled by the

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Decree we have been mentioning. She was ac- 
knowledged as ſuch, not only in all her Domi- 
nions, but alſo by the Rajas 5, and even by the 
greateſt Part of Ma. The Raja of Viſapour * 


alone refuſed to acknowledge her, on account 


of his Claim to the late Emperor's Succeſſion, 
which he was reſolved to aflert, and which was 


ounded on ancient Family-Treaties, and- on 
the laſt Will of the Emperor Sepper Kan, 


who had been dead near. two hundred Years, 


and by which he had ordered, that /ig elde 


Daughter who ſhould happen to be living at the Time 


the Succeſſion became open, ſhould ſucceed to the two 
Kingdoms of Golconda and Junapar, in caſe there 
remained no Heirs Male of any of the three Bro- 
thers of that Emperor. | 


By another Olauſe of that Will, the Prince 


ordered, that all his Hereditary Dominions 0 Delly, 
and their Dependencies, ſhould, after the Extinction 
of his Male-Deſcendants, belong to his Brother and 
to his Heirs Male, who ſhould be the only Heirs, — 


except that Daughter of his who ſhould ſucceed to his 


Kingdoms and enjoy them. And by a Codicil, made 
four Years after that Will, he confirms that Diſ- 
poſiticn, and declares expreſly, that in the Caſe in 
Queſtion the Kingdoms of Golconda and Junapar, 
ſhould be inherited by the eldeſt of his Daughters, who 
at that Time, ſhould happen to be living. This Em- 
peror gave his eldeſt Daughter in Marriage to a 
Raja of Viſapour, and it is from that Marriage, 
the preſent Family is deſcended, and on which it 
grounds its Claim to the Succſſion of Cha Reſſinc- 
Frota. Princeſs Naggr anſwered to this, that 
the Article of the laſt Will produced by the Raja 
of Viſapour, did not agree with the Original, in

There were ſome other Pretenders beſides this: 
One was the King of Nechal i, who claimed the 
Principality of Bengale *. Another was the Em- 
peror of China, who grounded his Claim on a 


Family Contract, ſigned an Hundred and IWen- 


oli Years before, in the Capital City of 
the Kingdom of Jenupar, between the then 
reigning Emperors of Magul and China, by which 


the latter yielded to the former, the eventual 
Succeſſion to the States of Bacar and Sambac, and 


to ſeveral other Provinces, on Condition never- 
theleſs, that in caſe the Maſculine Line of the 
Emperor of Mogul ſhould become extinct, the 
Dominions yielded to him ſhould return to the 


Emperor of China, or to his Poſterity, in ſuch a 


Manner that his Daughters ſhould inherit, and 


not thoſe of the Emperor of MHagul, or their De- 


cendants. Whence it was concluded, that the 


Princes and Princeſſes, deſcended from the Wife 
of Cha-Abas the Great n, (who was herſelf de- 


ſcended from the Emperor of China, we are 
ſpeaking of) had a Right to the Imperial Suc- 
ceſſion, before the Daughters of Cha Polzao! , and 
of his Succeſſors. | 5 11 

| The 
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The King of Zagathay? was alſo one of the 


Pretenders. He claimed, as Raja of 4itoch a, 
an unqueſtionable Right of his Family to the 
Dominions and Country of Bacar”, a Right 
grounded on ancient Family Treaties, and Aſ- 
ſociations between the Rajas of Attoch and the 
Princes of Bacar, and alſo on other Reaſons. 
In conſequence of this Claim he entered at 
the Head of a numerous Army into the Pro- 
vince of Bacar, where he met with very little 
Reſiſtance, becauſe his Attempt being kept 


ſecret till the Moment it was executed, Na- 


gar had not been able to put herſelf in a Con- 
dition to oppoſe him. All Mat was ſo much 
the more ſurprized at this Step, as this Prince 
had but juſt made to Negar the ſtrongeſt Pro- 
teſtations of his Devotion to her Intereſt, and 
of his ſincere Diſpoſitions to maintain the Tran- 
quillity of the Empire. He thought he could 
{ſufficiently juſti:y his Conduct, by declaring that 
the preſent Circumſtances of Affairs, and the 
well- grounded Apprehenſion of being prevented 
by thoſe who laid ſeveral Claims to the late Em- 
peror's Succeſſion, required ſo much Diſpatch in 
the Undertaking, and ſo much Vigour in the 


Execution, that it was not poſſible for him to

argue the Caſe previouſly with the Queen or 
Golconda ; that his entring with an Army into the 
Province of Bacar, was with no other View, but 
to preſerve it fiom any Attack or Invaſion, by 
any cf the Iretenders to the Imperial Succeſſion, 
who might have ſeized upon it with open Force, 
at a Time when a general War ſeemed to be at 
hand ; that for the reſt, he did by no Means de.

whom. on the contrary, he earneſty deſired to 
keep up a ſtrict Friendſnip, and to promote, with 
all his Power, her true Intereſt and Preſervation. 

Notwithſtanding theſe fine Proteſtations, the 
King of Zagathay entered ſome Time after into 


an Alliance with Pera, and with the Rajat of 
Viſapour and Labor by a Treaty, which had 


no other Tendency but to diſpoſſeſs the Queen 
of Golconda of all her Dominions, and the 
March of this Prince's Troops was the Signal 
of almoſt a general War, which was ſoon after 
kindled in Aa- 8 

In the mean Time, the Choice of a Succeſſor 
to Cha-Refſinc-Frola ? put all the Powers in Aſia 
upon Action, eſpecially Per ſia, whom it con- 
cerned very much that the Imperial Crown 
ſhould not be beſtowed but to a Prince almoſt 
entirely at her Diſpoſal; and particularly that 
the Raja of Viſapour ſhould be elected, whoſe 
Houſe had at all Times been in the Intereſt of 
the Sophis 2. The frequent Misfortunes, which 


the Alliance with Perſia had drawn upon that 


Houſe, and the Deſolation ſtill recent of its Do- 
minions, did well deſerve, that in this Occurence

That large and powerful Empire has been for 
a long Time Hereditary, and is now Elective. 
It contains ſeveral Dominions, governed by 


Rajas'©, ſubordinate indeed to the Emperor, 


but to whom belongs the Sovereignty of the 
Empire, in Conjunction with the Omrahs *, 
and with ſome conſiderable and free Towns. 
The whole is compoled of three Claſſes, which 
being united together form the Body of the 
Empire. This Body has a Right to determine 
all general Affairs that concern it, in Aſſemblies 
which meet for that Purpoſe. Ihe Emperor 
alone has a Right to call them together, and to 
cauſe his Propoſitions to be made to it, by his 


Commiſſaries, whom he ſends thither to pre- 


ſide there in his Place. 


The Empire is divided into ſeveral large pro- 


vinces, the Princes of which, and the Cmrahs, 


with the Deputies of the Cities, aſſemble at ap- 


pointed Times for particular Affairs. Theſe 
Provinces contribute towards. the Support of 
the Empire, of which they are Members ; 
they furniſh Troops and Money in Proportion 
to what each of them is able to afford. Theſe 
Contingents are deſigned only for the Service of 
the State in general, ſo that when the Emperor 


is engaged to carry on a War, which does 


not concern the whole Body, or which is not 
declared, in a full Aſſembly, to be a War of 


the Empire, he cannot demand theſe Contin- 


gents, nor require any Aſſiſtance from the Pro- 
vinces, but is obliged to carry -on alone, with 
| his 

> Europe. . The College of the 


Princes, 
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his own Troops, and at his own Expence, a 
War which is conſidered as relating to him per- 
ſonally: It is for that Reaſon, that the Rajas 
are always careful not to put the Imperial Crown 
but on the Head of a Prince rich and powerful 
enough to ſupport himſelf by his own Strength. 
The Razas who have a Right to elect the Em- 
eror are thoſe of Guzarate®, Buckor, Multan, 
enupar, Viſapour, Labor, Attock, Brampour, 
and Cabul. Of theſe nine Rajas the three firſt 
have only an active Vote, that is to ſay, that 
they can elect, but cannot be elected; differing 
in this from the ſix others, who have both an 
active and paſhve Vote, that is, who can elect 
and be elected. The Dignity of Raja and all 
that depends from it, is hereditary from Male 
to Male in the laſt ſix ; but as for the three firſt, 
the Dignity belongs only to the Perſon of him 
whom the Grandees of the Country do them- 
ſelves raiſe to that Rank, a Privilege peculiar to 
the States of Gauzarate, Buckor and Multan + 
but the. Dignity of all of them is indiviſibly 
connected with the Principality. Each of theſe 
Rajas enjoys a full Sovereignty in his own Do- 
minions, and has a Right to make War, Al- 
liances and Treaties, both within and without 
the Empire, with whomſoever he thinks proper, 
provided the Emperor, and the Empire jointly, 
receive no Prejudice from it. . 
When the Imperial Throne is vacant, it is 
the Province of the Raja of Guzarate to call 
together the other Rajas, in order to proceed to 
the Election of a Head of the Empire, which 
Election might be declared void, if through 
Inadvertentcy, or otherwiſe, he had omitted to 
F 2 ſum- 
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ſummon one of them. But in caſe the Em- 
peror has a Mind to have his Succeſſor ap- 
pointed in his Life-time, the Raja of Guzarate 
cannot call the Aſſembly together, unleſs he 


be impowered by his Colleagues, who on this 


Occaſion repreſent the whole Body of the 
Empire. : 0 

Amadabat f, an Imperial City, is the Place 
where the Aſſemblies for the Election ought 
to be kept. He who is elected, muſt abſolute- 
ly be of the Male Sex, and as much as is 
poſſible a Magolian ? by Birth, or at leaſt by 
Extraction, and of a proper Age. He muſt be 
a good Man, juſt, prudent, and brave; in a 
word, adorned with all the Virtues that can 
'render him uſeful to the State ; and finally, rich 
and powerful, that he may be able to ſupport 
the Dignity of the Imperial Crown. ; 

By virtue of the Edict of Salcher IV. *, the 


| Rajas ought to repair immediately to the Place 


of Election, or cauſe themſelves to be repre- 
ſented there by Perſons provided with full 
Powers from them; and if a Raja ſhould nei- 
ther go, nor ſend, he would loſe, but for that 
Time only, the Right of giving his Vote. The 
Election muſt be made within one Moon li, 
reckoning from the Time the Rajas have taken 
the Oath. 5 5 | 
As ſoon as the Election is over, the Prince 
elec is made to ſubſcribe the Conditions on 
which he. is called to the Empire ; and to ſwear 
to the Performance of them ; after which they 
proclaim him.

had by his own Authority erected in favour of 
Katzem de Vriſenub, Grand-father to him we 


are ſpeaking of, with this extraordinary Con- 


dition, that neither he, nor any of his Deſcen- 
dants ſhould ever give their Vote for the E- 
lection of an Emperor, but to a Prince of the 


Houſe of Delly. And accordingly Chanavas- 
Kan was entirely devoted to that Houſe, for 


the Support of which, after the Death of Cha- 
Reſſinc-Frola, he made the greateſt Efforts. 


This Prince's Alliance proved ſo much the 


more advantageous to the Queen of Golconda, 
that at his Sollicitation, the Japoneſe, whoſe 
Emperor he was, did not only aſſiſt that Prin- 


ceſs with conſiderable Sums, but even de- 


clared afterwards openly for her, a Step which 
they took ſo much the more readily, as it ſet 
them at Variance with Per/ia, whoſe Enemies 


they have been Time out of Mind. Perhaps, 


alſo it happened with the Fapone/ſe in this Oc- 


currence, as with a Creditor to whom a con- 


ſiderable Sum is due, and who thinks it proper 
to venture ſtill more, in hopes of being at 
laſt entirely re-imburſed, or of ſeizing all his 
Debtor's Eſtates,” or at. leaſt that Part of 
it, which lies moſt conveniently for him. 


However that be, it ſeems ſurprizing, that Cha- 


navas-Kan could ſo eaſily perſuade the Japoneſe, 


who are known to be but little tractable, little 


=... 2 com- 
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complaiſant to their Maſters, and jealous of their 
Liberty; and who, beſides, were not well pleaſed 


in general, with the Government of their Em- 
peror, whoſe frequent Journies into his Princi- 
pality of Cabul, they did not much like. How- 
ever, this Prince was perhaps more abſolute in 
his Ariſto-democratical Empire, than any of his 
Predeceſſors had ever been, and had every 
Thing he could deſire, granted to him. This 
was the Fruit of the Policy and Ability of his 
Miniſters, who gave him all poſſible Authority 
in the ſecond Claſs of the Senate, which is the 
moſt numerous, and in which they found Means 
to procure Seats to a great many Perſons of 
Credit, who owing their Fortunes or their Em- 
ployments to the Emperor, declared always for 
him, and carried every thing in their Delibera- 
tions, by their own Suffrages, and by thoſe of 
the Members they won over, ſome by Threat- 
nings, the greateſt Part by the Expectation of 
Rewards. This Prince was rather ſhort than tall, 
had a proud Aſpect, and an Air not very en- 
gaging ; and though his Conduct was agreeable 
to good Policy, and the Intereſt of his Domi- 
nions, yet he was judged to have but little Ge- 


nius. He did not much trouble himſelf with 
State Affairs, which, like a great many other 


Princes, he left to his Miniſters. He often gave 
Diſcontents, even to his own Children, the eldeſt 
of whom was ſo much beloved by a great Num- 
ber of Japoneſe, that he might have made a 


formidable Party, if he would have taken an Ad- 


vantage of their Good-will, and hearken to the 
pernicious Counſels of Flatterers, during the 


Miſunderſtanding between his Father and him.

His Character was undetermined ; he was nei- 
ther briſk nor indolent, had neither Pride nor 
Gentleneſs of Temper ; was fad rather than, 
gay; his Court was leſs ſplendid by the Pleaſures. 
he procured it, and by the Expence he made, 
than by that of the Saponeſe Lords, who for, 
the moſt Part, were very rich, and who all. 
loved Splendour. C 

Beſides theſe nine Rajas, there were alſo in 
the Empire ſeveral Omrahs ©, whoſe Power ca ed

The Throne of China ® was filled by Gelaled:- 
din i, a Prince pretty much advanced in Years, . 
and who, like the Sophi *, to whom he was very. 
nearly related, did not love Buſineſs. He Was 
kind, humane, and peaceable ; and his Reign 
would have been one of the happieſt, if he had 
not ſuffered himſelf to be too much governed 
by the Empreſs his Conſort, a Princeſs endowed. 
with a very great Genius, but haughty, proud 5 
ambitious, enterprizing, obſtinate in her Opi- 
| D nions, 
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nions, deſirous to govern, and determined, coſt 
it what it would, to procure conſiderable Eſtates 
for her Children; a Princeſs, in a Word, more 
univerſally feared than beloved in all the Courts 
of Ajia'. Gelaleddin and Cha-Se phi n, who had 
lately made their Union more cloſe, by the 
Marriage of a Princeſs of _— with Negeddin * 
Prince of China by a ſecond Marriage, had the 
ſame Intereſt and th | 
peror of China had moreover, as we have ob- 
ſerved above, ſome Claims to the Succeſſion of 
Cha-Reffine-Frola. | ; | 2 
It was very much the Intereſt of Olabi ®, Ge- 
laledam's eldeſt Son by his ſecond Wife, to live 


in a good Underſtanding with Perſia, who had 


conſiderably contributed to raiſe him on the 
Throne of Cochin- china v. This Prince, tho" 
young ſtill, governed with Wiſdom and Pru- 
dence ; and, what is much tg his Honour, was 
beloved by his Subjects, who are a reſtleſs, in- 
_ conſtant Nation, difficult to rule. He was in his 
Heart, an Enemy to the Houſe of Dely i; but as 
his Dominions could be eaſily invaded by the 
Queen of Galcanda and her Allies; this Conſt- 
deration made him heſitate a long while, whe- 
ther or not he ſhould join in Alliance with Per/ia 
and China; and, on the other hand, his Fa- 
ther-in-Law Selim-Kan King of Thibet *, and 
Raja of Labor, infpired him with pacific Senti- 
ments. 

Cha- Askeri reigned in Corea . This Prince be- 

ing Brother-in-Law to the late Emperor of Mo- 


| gut, 
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gul, had laid ſome Claim to the Imperial Succeſ- 
ceflion ; on which Account he had been on the 
Point of entering into a War with the Queen of 
Golcenda. But the Fear which he conceived of 
the Maritime Power of the Emperor of Japan, 
whoſe Ships might infeſt the Sea-Coaſt of his 
Dominions, prevented him from breaking out 
with her. For the reſt, that Prince was not much 
to be depended upon, for his Mind wasnotin a 


very ſound Diſpoſition. | 


orſula, Sovereign of Te/ava u, was in Poſſeſ- 
ſion of the Kingdom of Necbal x. Though we 
have already mentioned this Prince on Account 
of his Father Koturi's Abdication, and of the 


War he carried on againſt Cha-Reſſinc-Frola, in 
Conjunction with China and Perſia, yet his Con- 


duct in the preſent Circumſtances obliges us to 
bring him once more upon the Stage. This Mo- 
narch, who had lately married a Siſter of the 
Prince of Aracam ? the Queen of Golconda's 
Huſband, was ſtrongly ſollicited by that Princeſs. 


The Offer ſhe made to give up to him a conſi- 


derable Part of the Principality of Bengale *, 
to which he pretended a Right, wonld have been 
ſufficiently capable to determine him. But the 
Propofitions which China and Per/ia made him 
on the other Side, kept him in Suſpence. After 
all, it ſeemed but natural, that he ſhould join 
with the Queen of Golconda, who had it at every 
Inſtant in her Power to perform the Conditions 
of the Treaty : But if War was once declared, 


it was to be feared leſt Perſia and China ſhould 


take from him, not only what the Queen of 

Golconda might have given up to him, but _ 

by | is 
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his own Dominions. This Prince therefore, as 
a ſkilful Politician, protracted the Negotiations 
in order to gain Time, and to determine himſelf 
according to the Turn which Affairs ſhould take. 
In the mean time, he was courted by both Par- 
ties, and would perhaps have declared at laſt 


againſt the Queen of Golconda, if the Faponeſe 


had not determined him in Favour of this Prin- 
ceſs, by the Offer they made him of large Sums 
of Money under the Name of Subſidies, and of. 
Troops for the Defence of his Dominions. 


Thus this Prince, who, like his Father, loved 
to fiſh in troubled Waters, did not ſuffer himſelf: 


to be won, but when he got a real Advantage by 
it. If the Empreſs of China *, had not ſcrupled 
too long to grant to Korſula the Share he de- 


manded in the Countries that were to be con- 


quered and taken from the Cueen of Golconda, 
that Stroke had been prevented ; but as ſhe had 
an Eye upon thoſe ſame Countries, which ſhe 
deſigned as a Settlement for her ſecond Son, who 
was the S9phi's ® Son- in Law, ſhe continued obſti- 


nate againſt all the Rules of good Policy, and 


would not give up what ſhe ran no manner of 
Danger to promiſe, ſince it was ſtill to be con- 
quered. : nl 

The Emperor of Ry/ia was a Prince ſtill at his 
Nourſe's Breaſt, and his Father governed the 
Empire with the Title of Regent. The Queen 
of Golconda might ſo much the more depend on 


that powerful Empire, as the Regent and the 


Miniſtry were entirely devoted to the Houſe of

| Mahmouth was Emperor of the Turks, and 
. whatever Inclination he might have to diſturb 


the Houſe of Delly, he was too much taken up 
with the Defence of his own Dominions, to 
think of interfering with the Afﬀairs of the Em- 
pire of Mogul *. WE e 
After the different States we have been men- 
tioning, the Ceylanege 5 made a conſiderable Fi- 
gure in Iſiab, and their Alliance was courted by 
all the Princes. Their Government is Repub- 
lican. The Publick Authority refides indeed in 
a certain Number of Deputies, which every 
Province appoints, and who repreſent the whole 
Body of the State, and act in its Name. But 
as every Province is free, and Miſtreſs to take 
ſuch Reſolutions as ſhe thinks proper, and to 
govern herſelf after her own Fancy, they who 
are at the Head of Affairs can come to no Reſo- 
lution in certain Caſes of Importance, without 
conſulting the reſpective Provinces, whoſe Ad- 
vice they are obliged to take. The Oppoſition 

of one ſingle Province is ſufficient to cauſe any - 
Propoſition to be rejected, or to ſtop the Execu- 
tion of any Reſolution. Beſides this, the 
Grand Aſſembly, which is entruſted with the 
Sovereign Power, conſiſts of ſo great a Num- 
ber of Perſons, and of ſuch different Charac- 
ters, that it is almoſt impoſſible they ſhould be 
EH | unanimous 
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unanimous, and all act with the ſame Zeal for 


the publick Good. One may eaſily gueſs to 
how many Inconveniencies ſuch a Government 


may be ſubject, how eaſy a Matter it is to create 


Diviſions amongſt the Deputies, and to make 
an Advantage of them to the Prejudice of the 
Nation. It is even ſurprizing that this State 


ſubſiſted ſo long. The ſeveral Checks it has ſuf- 
fered ſince about two hundred Years that the 
 Ceylaneze ſhook off the Yoke of China i, to form 


themſelves into a Republick, the almoſt con- 
tinual Diſunion, which prevails in their Grand 


Aſſembly; the Diſcontent of the People, which 
| has been ſometimes carried to an open Rebel- 


lion; the Care they take to keep Men of a good 
Underſtanding out of the Adminiſtration ; and 
above all the Want of a Chief, whoſe illuſtrious 
Birth might dazzle the Eyes of the Subjects, 
and who might unite in his own Perſon the 
greateſt Part of the Publick Authority ; would 
make one conjecture, that that State will not 
continue long in the ſame Condition it is in, 
eſpecially as it has already ſuffered ſome Altera- 
tions, which, though but little conſiderable in 
Appearance, have yet an Influence upon the very 
Nature of its Conſtitution. 


After the Death of Cha-Reſſinc-Frola k, the 


Sovereigns of that State acted after ſuch a Man- 
ner, as to ſome ſeemed very extraordinary, and 


to others very prudent. They negociated at 
the Court of Per/ia ', with which they would 
by no means fall out, and ſhewed a great Re- 


gard for the Houſe of Delly u, the Emperor of 
Japan, and all the Powers concerned. It con- 
. 1 cerned 
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cerned them indeed very much to preſerve the 
Peace of A/ia® A War could not but hurt 
their Trade exceedingly, which was very ex- 


tenfive, and the only Support of their Country, 


which does not by far produce ſufficiently 
wherewithal to maintain a prodigious Number 
of Inhabitants. Their Subjects are all Traders, 


and in a Manner the Factors of all Aſia. 


Their Capital is a general Staple; they receive 
from abroad immenſe Riches, which as they 
conſtitute the Wealth of the 2 ſo they 
render the State very powerful. They would 
be in Danger of loſing thoſe Advantages by 
War. It was therefore of the utmoſt Conſe- 


quence to them to uſe all their Endeavours for 


preventing a Rupture: but at the ſame Time, 
it was extremely difficult to keep ſuch a Me- 
dium, as might give Content to the other 
Powers, who had ſuch oppoſite Views and In- 
tereſts. Perſia and. her Allies, wanted the late 
Emperor's Succeſſion to be diſmember'd, and 
the Power of the Houſe of Delly to be dimi- 
niſned, which had already received a very great 
Check, by the Extinction of the Male-Heirs in 


the Perſon of Cha-Refſinc-Frola : Perſia deſired 


alſo to put the Imperial Scepter into the Raja 
of Viſapour's Hands. It was in many reſpects 


very indifferent. to the Cey/aneze whether that 


Prince or any other were elected Emperor: But 
it concerned them exceedingly to ſupport the 
Houſe of Dell, and to continue the Imperial 
| Succeſlion entire upon the Head of the Queen 
of Golconda, becauſe of the immenſe Sums 
which ſhe and her Houſe owed them, and for 


the Security of which ſeveral Cities in ? he 
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had been mortgaged to them; it was ſo much 
the more their Intereſt to keep thoſe Cities in 
their own Hands, as they covered the Countries 
they poſſeſſed on that Side. If they had 
openly declared againſt the Queen of Golconda a, 
they would have been in Danger of loſing that 
Security: and the more ſo, as the Zapone/ſe, 
who had along time wiſhed to have a Footing in 
the Neighbourhood of Perſia and Mogul, might 
have advanced to that Frinceſs the Sums ſhe 
wanted to reimburſe the Ceylaneze *, and put 
themſelves thus in their Stead: A Stroke, 
which it was very material to ward off, fince 
the Power of the Japoneſe gave the Inhabitants 
of Ceylan already but too much Jealouſy, not 
to dread their Neighbourhood above any thing 
in the World. Another Reaſon, which was 
not leſs powerful to make the Sovercigns of 
Ceylan adhere to the Queen of Golconda, were 
the Treaties of offenſive and defenſive Alliance 
between the Houſe of Delly *, Japan and them. 


Further, the _ were very ſtrong by Sea; 


and could very much annoy the Trade of the 
Ceylaneze, to which, after a War which did 
not prove advantageous to the latter, the Peo- 
ple of Japan had already given a very ſevere 
Blow, by depriving them of the Liberty of 
trading from Ceylan to Japan and back again, 
but in Japoneſe Veſſels. £2 ee 
The Sovereigns of Ceylan, in order to fulfil 
their Engagements with the Houſe of Delly and 
the Emperor of Japan, ordered great Warlike 
| Preparations to be made both by Sea and by 
Land : But at the ſame time, in order to-avoid 
| + M 
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3 Rupture with Perſia and her Allies, thoſe 
Preparations were carried on ſo ſlowly, that it 
was eaſily underſtood they were made purely in 
Purſuance of Treaties, which they were obliged 
to perform, and this Obligation ſerved them for 
an Excuſe, eſpecially at the Court of Perſia, 


which ſecured them againſt all Reproaches. - 


However, by continuing united with the 
Houſe of Delly, they expoſed themſelves to ſee 
the Perſian Arms take from them all thoſe Cities 
which had been mortgaged to them by the 
Houſe of Delly, confidering that Nagar * was 
ſtill Sovereign of thoſe Cities, and that it was 
natural for Perſia to begin her Hoſtilities againſt 
that Princeſs, by attacking thoſe Places which 
belonged to her, notwithſtanding they were gar- 
riſoned by the Troops of Ceylan. And this 
happened accordingly, as ſoon as the War was 
declared, as we ſhall relate hereafte. 
, Whilſt the Sovereigns of Ceylan behaved with 
ſo much Caution, many of their Subjects, who 
were ill pleaſed with the Miniſtry of Perſia, 
blamed their Conduct moſt loudly. Places of 
publick Aſſemblies rung with nothing but Com- 
plaints againſt the Governments, Proofs of At- 
tection towards the Queen of Golconda, and out- 
rageous Diſcourſes againſt her Enemies. They, 
who were at the Head of the Government, 
took no Notice of all this; they knew that 


ſuch Diſcourſes were held chiefly in the Even- 


ing, and after People had drank plentifully. 
They judged that the leaſt they could do, was 
to indulge the Traders, to whom the State 
owed all its Strength, a full Liberty to cenſure ; 
conſidering alſo that theſe People had no other 
| | i View 
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View but torefreſh themſelves from the Fatigues 
of the Day, and that when they awaked in the 
Morning, they did not remember a Word of what 


was ſaid in the Evening, and had no other 


Care, but that of their Trade, in compariſon 
to which it was well known, that every thing 
was indifferent to them, till the Time of their 
Evening Meetings. FF 
Tunguin , another rich and powerful Com- 
monwealth, though of a ſmall Extent, was 
not leſs conſiderable. The Government of the 
State is entruſted with a certain Number of 
Noblemen, at the Head of whom there is a 
Chief *, who has no Power but in Conjunction 
with the ſupreme Council. Independently from 
that Council, there is a ſovereign Tribunal 
compoſed of ten Citizens, juſt, incorruptible, 
and perfectly acquainted with the Laws and 
Conſtitution of the State. This Tribunal is 
formidable both to the great and the little 
Ones, and keeps every body to his Duty. That 
Form of Government is very ancient, a great 
deal of Wiſdom and Prudence have been at all 
Times the Su of it, and to theſe Virtues 


the State is indebted for its Wealth and Strength. 


The Tunguinexe, conducting themſelves always 
by the ſame Principles, would not concern 
themſelves with the Wars into which they fore- 
faw that Cha-Reſſinc-Frola's Death was like to 
engage the greateſt Part of Aa y. Careful to 
ſecure their Country againſt any Attempt, they 
remained the Spectators of the Events. . 
The Aalmucsz, who are a numerous Peo- 
ple, diſperſed among inacceſſible Mountains, 


warlike, frugal, free from the Afiatic Luxury, 
. and 


w Venice. * The Doge. Y Europe. 2 The Switzers. 
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and from all Ambition of aggrandizing them- 
ſelves, made themſelves alſo to be courted. 
They are divided into ſeveral Hordes, inde- 
pendent of each other, each of which governs 
itſelf as it pleaſes; but they are all allied toge- 
ther for their common Intereſt. They live in a 
good Underſtanding with all the Powers of 


Aſia, and refuſe a Succour of Men to none, 


provided they be paid ; a Policy by which they 
tree their Country, which is not very fruitful, 
from its ſuperfluous Inhabitants, and cauſe Mo- 
ney to be carried thither, which would be very 
ſcarce, were it not for that kind of Traffick. 
Theſe People kept up an exact Neutrality, and 
applied themſelves like the Tunquineze, only to 
ſecure their Frontiers. 

There were alſo the Principalities of 4racarm *, 
Ava ©, and ſeveral other ſmall States, which, 
by their Situation, followed the Stream of the 
larger States upon - which they bordered, or 
within which they happened to be incloſed. 
Such was the Diſpot tion of Alia when Cha- 
Reſſinc-Frola died. The Raja of Guzarate hav- 
ing invited the others, they prepared to repair 
to Amadabat , in order to proceed to the Elec- 
tion of a Head of the Empire. This grand 


Affair put all the Powers of Aſia in Motion, 


Perſia was raiſing numerous Armies, and erect- 
ed conſiderable Magazines upon the Frontiers; 
and prepared herſelf however to fend an Am- 
baſſador to Amadabat, as ſhe is uſed to do, 
when an Emperor is to be elected. 8 
There was at that Time at the Court of Per- 
ſia one Scadeck ©, a Man who had a great E 
vos 3 
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of Wit, and was not leſs ambitious. He was 
not very young, and had paſſed all his Life- 


time in the Profeſſion of Arms, of which he 
had made a ſerious Study. He was brave, ſome- 


times raſh, but a good Officer, and very under- 


ſtanding. Though he fatigued the Soldiers by 
frequent Reviews and Exerciſes, yet he was ve- 
ry much beloved by them, becauſe he procured 
them ſome Perquiſites by employing them in 
the Works of the Towns of his Government, 
and becauſe he ſupported them againſt their Of- 
ficers, for whom he was ſaid not to have a ſuf- 
ficient Regard. He was lively, obſtinate in his 
Opinions, forming Projects, and wiſhing, with 


very good Reaſons, to be raiſed to the higheſt 
Rank in the Armies, in which, notwithſtand- 


ing his Capacity, he had been but ſlowly ad- 
vanced. His Family, though not ancient, was 
illuſtrious. His Grandfather * had been in the 
Miniſtry, and died out of Favour. This Diſ- 


5 did conſiderably leſſen the Credit of his 


amily; but as it was very rich, it ſupported 


itſelf; and Scadech, who was become the Head 


of it, was much eſteemed at Court. He was 


deſirous to know every thing, and omitted no- 


thing that could acquaint him with the ſtrong 
and weak Sides of the ſeveral Powers of Aſia; 


which, together with the Correſpondence he 


kept every where, gave him ſo much Work, 
that he was ſaid to have employed daily ſix Se- 


cretaries. 


He was enterprizing, envied by ſome, and 


thought by many not to know how to ſuit to his 


Projects the neceſſary Means to make them ſuc- 
ceed. He had a Brother ſeven Years younger 
than 

M. Fouquet. 
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than he, alſo an Officer in the Armies of Per- 


/ia, and who was not inferior to him with re- 


gard to Wit, but more ſedate, more prudent, 
who examined Things more cooly, and, be- 
fore he entered upon any Enterprize, always 


conſidered how he could get through it. Theſe 


two Brothers lived together in a very good Un- 
derſtanding, and the eldeſt was pleaſed to con- 
ſult the younger, whoſe Advice, tis ſaid, prov- 
ed often very uſeful to him. 

Scadeck, ſuch as we have repreſented. him, 
had formed, they ſay, a grand Scheme, which 


he communicated to the Athemadoulet 5, It was 


not only to ſet the Crown of Mogul on the 
Head of the Raja of FYiſapour ', by winning 
over ſome of the chief Rajas ©, and intimidat- 
ing the reſt ; but alſo to give a mortal Blow to 
the Houſe of Delly ', by ripping it of its moſt 


conſiderable Dominions, to make a Settlement 


for Cha- Baſtan u, who of himſelf was not pow- 
erful enough to ſupport the Dignity of the Im- 
perial Crown. He ſhewed, that in order to 
make that Scheme ſucceed, the Ambaſſador 
who was to be ſent to Amadabat, ſhould be a 
Man perfectly acquainted with the ſeveral Cha- 


racters of the Kajas *, capable to work up pop 


their Mind, and well enough ſkilled in the A 
fairs of the Empire of Mogul, to make them 
ſenſible, that it was their true Intereſt to ſecond 


the Deſigns of Per/ia : That in order effectual- 


ly to ſupport thoſe Negotiations, and to bear 


down for ever the Houſe of Delly ?, it was ne- 


ceſſary 
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ceſſary to ſend into the Dominions of Viſabour * 
an Army of a hundred thouſand Men, which 


under the Name of auxiliary Troops to the 


Raja, and with a Pretence to aſſiſt him in aſ- 
ſerting his Claim to Cha-Reſſinc-Frola's Succel- 
ſion, ſhould ſeize upon the Principality of Del- 
ly, the Kingdom of TJenupar *, and the moſt 
beautiful Provinces belonging to the Queen of 
Golconda *, and would at the ſame Time keep 
in Awe on that Side the Rajas and other Prin- 
ces, who might be favourably inclined towards 
that Princeſs: That another Army of forty 
thouſand Men. at leaſt, ſhould be ſent into the 
Dominions of the Raja of Multan *, to protect 
them, to keep his Neighbours in Awe, and to 
be at Hand to enter into the Principality of Ca- 
zul, of which the Emperor of Japan, who was 
known to be in the Intereſt of the Houſe of 
Delly, was And above all, to make ſure 
of the King of Zagathay *, whoſe late Invaſion 
of the Province of Bacar *, was a powerful Di- 
verſion already made, which it was material to 
make an Advantage of: That in the mean 
Time the Emperor of China * ſhould, in Con- 
junction with his Son the King of Cochin- 
china y, invade. the Dominions, which the 
Queen of Golconda was poſſeſſed of beyond the 
Ganges *; but that the Succeſs of this Affair 
depended on a ſpeedy Execution, and on large 
Sums of Money; nor could it take up above 
ſix Months Time, if this Scheme was punctu-

Purpoſe ;, he was obliged to ſubmit to his Deſ- 


tiny, with the Vexation of foreſeeing, that ſo 
fine a Scheme ſhould miſcarry, but at the ſame 
Time with the Reſolution to owe the Succeſs 
of it only to his own Genius, and to the 
Springs he reckoned to fet a going. And in- 
deed, he was ſo much the more animated. to

It was with ſuch Diſpoſitions, that before he 
repaired to Amadabat, he viſited the Rajas of 
Guxarate, Buckor, Multan and Brampour %, and 
ſome other Prince whom he thought proper to 
make ſure of. He had room to be well pleaſed 
with the favourable Sentiments which he found 
in ſome, and with which he knew to inſpire

He went afterwards to the Raja of Viſapour , 
to whom he declared the Deſign Perſia had 


formed to raiſe him to the Imperial Throne,

Monarch, who paid him very great Honours ; 
and having admired his Army, which was or- 
dered to be under Arms, he ſet out again for 
Amadabat s. It is pretended, and not without 
a great Probability, that during this Interview 
the finiſhing Hand was put to the Scheme, 
which the two Crowns had formed before. 
The Queen of Golconda > was at that Time 
in the moſt dangerous Situation. Whilſt the 
King of Zagatbay, in Conjunction with the 
Raja of Labor i, was an with a wonder- 
ful Rapidity the Provinces of Bacar and Sam- 
bar, the Sophi and the Raja of Viſapour were 
eparing to carry Fire and Sword into the 
Principality of Delh, and the Kingdom of Fe- 
nupar. At the ſame time the Emperor of Chi- 
a * threatened thoſe Provinces ſituated beyond 
the Ganges l. This Princeſs wanted the Sinews 
of War, and would have had the Vexation to 
fee her moſt beautiful Provinces taken from 
her, without being able to defend them, had 
not the. 7apone/e amongſt others ſupported her, 
by furniſhing her with conſiderable Sums, by 
which ſhe was put in a Condition to raiſe and 
keep up numerous Armies, to repel her Ene- 
mies, and finally to retrieve her Affairs. 
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About this Time died at Ipaban u, Serixa- 


da”, a Princeſs not above twenty-ſeven Years 
old, who did not live happy with Mirza-Had- 


di her Huſband, who died fixteen Months be- 


fore her, though ſhe was beautiful, of an a- 


miable Character, and inchanting Sweetneſs of 


Temper. 
In the mean time the ſeveral ' Bodies, of 


which the Sophi had ordered the Armies of 
Viſapours* and Multan ) to be compoſed, be- 
gan to march. They that were deſigned to 


ſerve under the Command of the Raja of Viſa- 
pour aſſembled on the Borders of Perſia towards 
Guzarate i, and the Army of Multan had its 
Rendezvous in the Province of Segeftan. As 


ſoon of theſe two Armies, which were very 


beautiful, were aſſembled, the latter, being an 
Army of Obſervation, took poſt in the Do- 
minions of Mu/:9n*, and continued there this 


_ whole Campaign, and part of the following, 


without committiug any Act of Hoſtility. It 
was commanded by Azer*, a Man of Wit, 
who by a late Expedition againſt rebellious 
Iſlanders * had deſerved the great Calaat ®, He 
pafſed for a good Officer, and yet his Capacity 
was not univerſally acknowledged.

He marched immediate - 
ly towards the Province of Delly *, as though 
his Defign had been to go directly to the Ca- 
pital ; upon which Schagech, as we have already 
obſerved, had ſo well ſhewed him how neceſ- 
fary and even eaſy it was to ſeize. If he had 
done, this, he would have put the Queen of 
Golconda * under the greateſt Perplexity, Up- 
on the firſt Report of Cha-Ba/can's® being 
entered into the Principality of Delly, Nagar © 
had taken the Alarm, and was retired into 
Golconda d with her whole Court, and left but 


a weak Garriſon at Gehanabad ©, with Orders to 


repair the ancient Fortifications, and to raiſe 


ſome new Works if they had Time. 


Cha- Baſcan had quite other Views than be- 


ſieging the Capital of Delly : He would begin 


with the Conqueſt of the Kingdom of Jenu- 


par, of which his Deſign was to cauſe hum- 
ſelf to be elected and crowned King. But in 
order to prevent the Per/ian Officers from diſ- 
covering his Intentions, he thought proper to 


begin with ſeizing upon. ſome inconſiderable 


Frontier Towns, and the Moment it was leaſt 
expected he fell on a ſudden upcn the King- 
dom of Jenupar. Neſſir s, who was ſent to 
command under him, becauſe Scadec could 


not be at the ſame Time at the Head of the 
Army, and at Amadabat, repreſented to him 
the dangerous Conſequence of ſuch a Step; 
— but 
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but to no Purpoſe: Nothing could perſuade 


him to alter his March: He left indeed in the 


Principality of Delly, Razac a Perſian Offi- 
cer, with a Body of ten thoufand Men, moſt 
of them + ok to keep that Province in 
Awe, and defend the Places he had taken. 
After theſe Regulations, which he judged ſuf- 
ficient, he divided his Army into ſeveral Co- 


lumns, and continued his March to Fenupar ” 


the Capital of the Kingdom, under the Walls 


of which all his Troops were commanded to 


join, in order to undertake the Siege of it. 

he Queen of Golconda had no Army in that 
Country, but only a few Troops of Light 
Horſe, diſperſed here and there, and leſs for- 
midable than they were troubleſome by har- 
raſſing Cha-Baſcan's Troops; ſo that he ar- 


rived with very little Loſs before Fenupar, 


which was immediately inveſted, The Garri- 
fon conſiſted at moſt of two thouſand Men re- 
gular Troops, who did hardly let off one fin- 


gle Muſket, and the Town wanted Ammuni- 
tion: The bad Condition of the Place was 


well known; ſo that Cha-Baſcan was not in a 
Humour to beſiege it in Form, but reſolved 
to make himſelf Maſter of it by means of the 
Correſpondence he had with ſome Perſons in 


the Town, or to take it by Storm. And it 
was 1 taken by Scalado in a few 
e 


Days time ; a Feat of War ſo much the more 
glorious, as it happens but ſeldom. The Pro- 


ect and Execution of it were owing to Kaliſe- 
Sultan *, a brave and experienced Officer, in 
whom the Troops repoſed a great Confidence.

He was the Son of Mahmoud King of Thibet !, 
whom we have already mentioned, by one 
of his Favourites of an illuſtrious Family, He 
was ſeveral Years in the Service of Per/ia, and 
Cha-Sephi ® loved him extremely. He had a 
lean Face, a Complexion ſomewhat tanned, a 
robuſt Air, a tall Shape, and an extraordinary 
Strength. His Wit was delicate, and his Con- 
verſation amiable. He was inclined to Love, 
and was reckoned to have ſuperior Talents that 
way, a kind of Merit which made him very 


much eſteemed by the Ladies, amongſt whom 


it was aſſerted, that he had gained a Wag 4 great 
Reputation. It has been reported that he felt 
paſſionately in Love with a Girl, named Zi- 
lamira ® who was incomparable in the Art of 

repreſenting the Paſſions, but leſs famous ſtilk 
by that Qualification, than by her Wit, and 
her noble Sentiments. She was viſited at her 
own Houſe by all the Perſons of Rank. and Di- 
ſtinction at Ipabhan, and died in a few Hours 


in the moſt violent Pains, which gave room 


to ſuſpect ſhe had been poiſoned. People went 
even ſo far as to ſay, that ſhe fell a Sacrifice 
to the Reſentment of a Woman, who was 


| Jealous of the too frequent Viſits We ain 


paid her. Soon after her Death there was 
a great Talk of ſome pretended Letters between 
that Lord and her. But whether it be, that 
they were ſuppreſſed, or that that Report was 
ill- grounded, none of thoſe Letters have ever 
been publiſhed. | 
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As ſoon as every thing was ſettled at Jenu- 


par v, Cha-Baſkan was elected and crowned 


King with the Acclamations of the Inhabitants, 


who thought themſelves happy that the Con- 
pj would not uſe them with the utmoſt 
igour, according to the Laws of War. 


ortune did not prove ſo favourable to this - 
Prince in the Principality of Delly , nor even 


in his own Dominions of Viſabour -. Kaxzac *, 


who, as we have obſerved, was left with a Bo- 


dy of ten thouſand Men, to ſecure the Con- 
ueſts made in that Principality, finding him- 
If too weak to keep the Field before Baker *, a 
Golcondeze General, retired under the Walls of 
Secandra *, a pretty ſtrong Town on the Riyer 
Gemene ", by which he hoped to receive his 
onvoys. But Baker cut him off from all 
Communication with it, and reduced him in a 
few Days to an abſolute Want of Proviſions, 
Kazac, being deprived of every Reſource, choſe 
to capitulate rather than to force, Sword in 
Hand, an honourable Paſſage at the Head of 
his little Army, This did him no Honour, 
though. it has been aſſerted, that he produced in 
his own Vindication, Orders in Writing from 
1/mael-Beg to act thus: Which is not impro- 
bable ; conſidering that he was well received by 
the Soph: v, and employed afterwards, But a 
Fault, from which. he could not clear himſelf, 
was the Want of taking the Precaution to have 
it inſerted in the Capitulation what Route his 
| Troops 
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Troops were to take in their Retreat; ſo that 


they were forced to make a long and painful 


March, in which the greateſt Part of his Sol- 
diers periſhed, who were even refuſed the Ne- 
ceſſaries of Life. Kazac was a tall Man, hand- 
ſome and well-ſhaped; he had a ſprightly Wit, 
and was very gay, and proper for the Court, 
where his Handſomeneſs gained him more Re- 
putation, than his Ability in War. Baker, af. 
ter this Expedition, ſubdued in a very little 
Time the Remainder of the Principality of 
Delly *, N 0 4564+ © Ev 
Aara *, at the Head of another Army, en- 
tred Viſapour >, He overthrew Rezza.*, a. 
General little capable to ſtop him; and deftroy-- 
ing all before him with Fire and Sword, he 


made himſelf Maſter of the chief Towns, and 


marched to the Capital, which he beſieged. 
It made a vigorous Defence, but was at laſt 
forced to ſurrender. The Golcondeze d were re- 
proached not only with. plundering all the 
Houſes, and the Kaja's © Palace, from whence - 
they carried off great Treafares, but alſo with. 
committing all manner of Cruelties. The ſin- 
gle Particular we are going to relate, will be ſuf· 
ficient to give ſome Notion of the Barbarity 
with which they are ſaid to have uſed the Con 
quered. A rich Merchant, ſeeing the Enemy 
on the Point of ſeizing a Bridge, which com- 
municated with the Town, cauſed it to be broke 
down immediately; and from his Houſe, which 
ſtood over-againſt it, and in which he had ga- 
thered a few choice Men, he annoyed the Be- 
fiegers very much. After the Town had ſur- 
. Ys PDE, rendered, 
2 Auſtria. 2 Count Khevenhuller. Bavaria. 
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rendered, the Golcondeze, far from having a 
Reſpect for that brave Man, who had done no- 
thing but his Duty, by fighting for his Prince 
and for his Country, hanged him up at the 
End of that ſame Bridge he had ſo well de- 
fended. Aara having taken the Capital City, 
became ſoon Maſter of the whole Country ; ſo 
that Cha-Baſtan within one fingle Campaign, 
found himſelf without any Dominions, and 
obliged to lead a pretty ſad Life at Amadabat 5, 
where he kept his Court. | 3 
This Misfortune, together with the March 
of Prince Salcher b, Brother - in- law to the 
Queen of Golconda \, determined the combined 
Army of Zagathay and Labor * to retire. They 
evacuated the Province of Sambal. But a Mit- 
underſtanding ariſing between the Chiefs, their 
Armies ſeparated, and that of Labor went to 
join the Perſians in the Kingdom of Jenupar. 
in the mean time, Prince Saleber followed the 
King of Zagathay ſo cloſe,. that this Monarch 
could not avoid coming to a Battle. It was 
fought in the Plain of Kuſala'. The Del- 
tans n bore down every thing before them; and 
penetrating to the Body of Reſerve, they en- 
tred into the Enemy's Camp. There the Sol- 
diers, eager after Spoil, diſband, and fall a 
lundering ; a Fault too common in Armies. 
he King of Zagathay improves the Opportu- 
nity, rallies his Troops, falls upon the De/hans, 
makes a prodigious Slaughter of them, and 
ſnatches Victory out of their Hands. 1 
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The Queen of Golconda began then to think 
of drawing Gion-Nan ® off from the Grand Al- 
liance, by giving up to him Part of what he 
had conquered. 'Phoſe Negociations could not 
be ſo ſecret, but ſomething of it got Wind. 
Neſfjir * had even acquainted the Court of Per- 


ia with it, and ſent Word ſeveral Times, that 


the King of Zagathay was by no means to be 


_ truſted ; that he minded nothing but his own 


Advantage, that they would foon ſee him take 
the Queen of Golconda's Part, or at leaſt, make 
a Peace with her, without any Regard for Per- 


ſia and her Allies. They gave ſo much the leſs 


Credit to thoſe Advices in Per/ia, as Scadeck p, 


who notwithſtanding his Penetration and Wit 


ſuffered himſelf to be deluded by that Prince, 
to whom he went very often, wrote quite the 


contrary. However, thofe Rumours were but 


too well grounded, and the Event fhewed that 
Neſſir was not miſtaken. For the King of Zaga- 
thay did really conclude a Treaty of Peace with 
the Queen of Golconda, and drew back his Troops. 
This Princeſs had even the Satisfaction ſoon af- 
ter to ſee the Raja of Labor 1 accede toꝰthat 
Treaty, by means of the good Offices of the 
King of Japan 8 b 
ing of Zagathay's Conduct was gene- 
rally condemn'd, and caſt a Blemiſh on his 
Glory, which he could never blot out. Perſia 
would have warded off that Blow, if inſtead of 


forty thouſand Men, J/naz!-Beg *, being leſs 


ſaving, had fent an hundred thouſand to the 
Reja of Viſaponr ; for the great pony i 
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ſuch an Army would have kept the King of Za- 
gathay in Awe. However that be, after. Gion- 


Karn's Defection, the Queen of Golconda being 
at Liberty to make ſuch uſe as ſhe pleaſed of 
the Troops ſhe had ſent againſt him, cauſed 


them to march immediately into the Kingdom 
of Fenupar *, and, as her Subjects were very 
zealous and active to furniſh her with Succours, 
ſhe found herſelf ſoon in a Condition to make 


Herſelf be dreaded, and the more ſo, as the 


Perſian Army had been confiderably leſſened by 
Sickneſs and Mortality. What remained of it 
was diſperſed into ſeveral Quarters diſtant from 
each other, and which had not even an eaſy, 
Communication with one another. It was the 

Raja of Vijapour*, who againſt Neſjir's * Ad- 
vice, had made that ill-contrived Diſpoſition. 
It was even ſaid, that Scadeck *, who made. ſe- 
veral Journies from /madabat * to the Army, 
had adviſed it; and though it be not agreeable 
to that great Capacity he was reckoned to have 
in Warlike Matters, yet it is certain that the 
Blame of it was laid upon him. Soon after 
this ſtrange Work, C'a-Ba/ctan ? who had been 
| Juſt elected Emperor of Mul, left the Com- 


mand of the Army to Neſſir, and went to Ana- 


dabas, there to receive the Imperial Crown. 
Towards the Begining of the Vear there ap- 
peared a Comet, which continued viſible during 
a whole Moon: It was very bright, and its 
Tail, which ſeemed hairy, ſtretehed very far 
towards the North. Its Bigneſs and long Con- 
tinuance gave Riſe to ſeveral Conjectures, to 
| | . which; 
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which, independently from the Concouſe of the, 
Comet, the Situation of Affairs were more 
than ſufficient to give ſome Weight. But thus 
the Vulgar are eaſily frightened by thoſe Me- 


teors, though very natural, and do always - 


infer from thence ſome finiſter Prognoſticks, 
which have no other Foundation but Igno- 
rance. „ 
The Queen of Golconda*s Army was ſtill ad- 
vancing by long Marches, towards the King- 
dom of Fare. and received daily conſidera- 
ble Reinforcements. Neſſir, who was informed 
of it, gave Orders to break up the Quarters; 
but by Reaſon of their great Diſtance from one 
another, and the Want of Communication, it 
was not poſſible to bring them together. Alk 
that could be done was to form, with great 
Difficulty, two or three Bodies, and to endea- 
vour to join them immediately: But the Ene- 
my, being much ſuperior, gave not Time to do 
it. Neſir, who commanded the moſt confide- 
rable Body, had juſt met with ſome Loſs, vari 
determined him to retire under the Walls of 
Zenupar *, and to put that Town in a Condition 
to make a ſtout Defence. As he had made it 
his Place of Arms, and it was pretty well pro- 
vided, he reckoned to make the Golcande ze 
pay dear for the Conqueſt of it. He put Part 
of his Troops into the Town, and made the 
Reſt encamp round its Walls, behind ſtrong. 
Entrenchments,. which he cauſed to be raiſed, 
and to which he added all that his Experience 
made him judge proper. 'Scadec# © came to 
him, and ſhut himſelf up with him behind thoſe. 
Intrenchments. The Golondeze, 3 
2 Prague, » Auſtrians, 5 Belleiſle. 
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by Prince Salcher 4 appeared very ſoon before 


the Place. Scedeck offered immediately to ſur- 
render the Town to the Queen's Troops, pro- 


vided the Army and Garriſon were ſuffered to 


retire. Prince Salcher accepted the Offer for 
the Army only, but inſiſted . 224 the Garriſon's 
being made Priſoners of War. Scadeck and 
Neſſir rejected that Condition, and were imme- 
diately beſieged in Form: But as they were en- 


trenched up to the Chin, the Siege went on 


very ſlowly: And the Beſiegers finding it was 
ſcarce poſſible to force the ering, reſolved to 
turn the Siege into a Blockade. Salcher ſhut up 
all the Paſſes ſo well, that Scadect and Neſſir 
could by no means have any Communication 
with the Country round about. In the mean 
time, a large Detachment of Gelcondeze ſcoured 
the Country, and gave no Quarter to the Per- 
fans. One of thoſe Parties came to a Place of 
no Defence, and of which the Perſians had 
made an Hoſpital, where there were at leaſt 
eight hundred Sick, guarded by about two 
hundred Men, who ſurrendered immediately ; 
but they were all unmercifully put to the 
Sword. | | 

The Queen of Golconda, being encouraged by 
thoſe Succeſſes, gave Orders at laſt to beſiege 
Jenupar. Salcher made immediately all the ne- 


ceſſary Diſpoſitions to force Neſjir's Intrench- 


ments. They were attacked with Vigour, and 


defended with no leſs Bravery. In vain did the 


Golcondezz return to the Charge ſeveral Days fol- 

lowing, they could not get an Inch. of Ground. 

Salcher, ſeeing his Troops were diſcouraged, 

and that he had ſacrificed a great many Men to 
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no Purpoſe, reſumed his former Project, which 
was to keep the Enemies blockaded, and to 
take them by Famine. This Project would in- 
. fallibly have ſucceeded, if Cha-Sephz ©, being in- 
formed of the ſad Condition his Iroops were in, 
had not ſent the Army of Multan *, to their Aſ- 

ſiſtance. A vaſt number of Perſians died for 
Want in a few Months: And they who eſcaped 
Death, were reduced to eat the Fleſh of their 
own Horſes ; a Pound of which was even ſold, 
towards the End of the Blockade, for four or 
five Mamoudies 8. It was aſſerted, that 1/maei- 
Beg had carefully kept ſecret from the Soph , 
the Situation Ne//zr was in, and that that Prince 
came to know it only by a Letter, which ſome 
Body found Means to convey into the Hands of 
 Retima *: After ſhe had read it, ſhe left it with- 
out any Affectation upon a Table, not doubting 
but that the Spb; being curious, and perhaps 
jealous, would not fail to take it up and read it. 
_ This innocent Stratagem ſucceeded, and Ca- 
Sepbi came to know by that Means, to what Ex- 
tremity Ne/ir was reduced. He ſeemed nettled, 
but his Foible for Iſinael- Beg was fo great, that he 
did not uſe him leſs kindly for it; he contented 
himſelf with aſſembling the Divan in his Pre- 
ſence, where is was debated, whether or not 
the Troops ſhut up in the Town of Jenupar, 
ſhould be ſuccoured. The Athemadaulet u de- 
clared for the Negative, and repreſented what 
1 . immenſe 
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immenſe Sums had already been ſpent in Favour 
of a Prince, who did not help himſelf: But moſt 
of the Miniſters, and eſpecially Rhedin, who ſpoke 
with Vigour, tho' heowed his Elevation to Jima 
Beg, repreſented that it concerned the Sophi's 
Glory, and the Honour of the Nation, not 
only to extricate Ne/jr out of his preſent Difficul- 
ties, but alſo to ſupport Cha-Baſcan o, ſo much 
the more effectually, as they had already done a 
great deal for him; and finally, that the Danger 
being imminent, they were, without any fur- 
ther Debate, immediately to order Azer ? to 
march with the utmoſt Diligence to Jenupar d. 
Rhedi went even ſo far as to ſay, that no Mone 
would be wanted, and that he had at leaſt three 
Millions of Tomans ready for that Expedition. 
It was therefore reſolved to ſuocour Meir, and 4- 
Zer was accordingly ordered to march with the ut- 
moſt Expedition. At that News his Army ſhewed 
an unexpreſſible Joy, and ſo much Zeal and Ar- 
dour, as gave the greateſt Hopes, that notwith- 
ſtanding the great Diſtance, it would arrive ſoon 
enough to diſengage Næſir. In the mean time, the 
Court of Perſia was under very great Uneaſineſs, 
from which it did not recover, till Newscame that 
Aer was arrived on the Borders of the King- 
dom of Terpar *, and had been joined by Ten 
Thouſand Men, who had been ſent ſome Months 
before, but could not penetrate into the Coun- 
try: And finally, that notwithſtanding Salcher 
had raiſed the Blockade to come and meet Axer,

proved uſeleſs, and that General would ſoon: 


have been obliged' to give up the Game, the

Soulaki, who was more briſk 
and enterprizing, enter'd again into Jeſova, and 
having made himſelf Maſter of a Caſtle, the Gar- 


riſon of which was made Priſoners of War, ne 
marched to Korſula, witha Deſign to give him Bat- 


tle ; but he found him ſo advantageouſly poſted, 
that he did not think proper to attack him. 
The two Armies continued two Days in ſight 
of each other : And when it was leaſt expected, 
Necbal marched off, and retired into another 
of his Principalities *, contiguous to that of 
. leaving the latter to the Diſpoſal of 


egeddin, who was received in the Capital as 


a Conqueror. This Proceeding made the 
Queen of Golconda and the Emperor of Japan 
very uneaſy, and gave room to ſuſpect that 


there was ſome Treaty on foot between that 
Monarch and the Court of China; but he re- 


moved that Suſpicion, and ſatisfied his Allies, 
Juſtifying his Retreat by the want of Forage, 
the Weakneſs of his Troops, who were ex- 
tremely fatigued, and the Enemy's Superiority.

great Contributions from the Inhabitants, wait-

in the midſt of the Pleaſures, which he had a- 


gain introduced into the Capital *, was in dan- 


ger of loſing his Life, his Appartment faking 
Fire in the Night-time : One of his Guards, 


Full of Zeal and Intrepidity broke the Door 


of his Bed-chamber, carried the Prince away 
ſtill ſleeping, and ſaved his Life: There was 


no Time to loſe; for a few Moments after, 


the Floor fell in, and the whole Appartment 
was reduced to Aſhes. - Negeddin, full of Gra- 
titude rewarded his Deliverer moſt generouſly. 
This Accident, occaſioned only by a want of 
Precaution, was ſuſpected to be the Effect of 
Korſula's Revenge, or at leaſt of the Hatred 
his Subjects entertained againſt their new Ma- 
ſters. Thus People imagined remote Cauſes of 
that Accident, as injurious to the King of Nec- 
bal's Reputation, as they were inconſiſtent with 
the Laws of War. . „ 

The Sopbi b reſolved at laſt to aſſiſt his Son- 


in-Law with a Supply of twelve thouſand Men, 


which he increaſed afterwards to twenty thou- 
ſand, the Command of whom he gave to Mo- 
rat-Bakche © ; a Choice, which it is aſſerted he 
made in order to give no Diſcontent to Soulati *, 
who ſtanding upon Punctilios, and being jea- 
lous of his Rank, had declared, they fay, that 
he would not ſerve with any Perſian Officer, 
even of a Rank ſuperior to his own.

| The Year before the Perſians retired out of 
the Empire of Magul*x, the Queen of Golconda 
and her Allies ſent ſeveral Bodies of Troops in- 
to Feldran J. Their Scheme was to penetrate 
into Per/ia *, and by that Diverſion to oblige 
Cha-Sephi to call back his Armies, which could 
not have been done without expoſing them to 
great Dangers in their Retreat. But the _ 
| ha | 
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had luckily taken proper Precautions: Far from 
laying down his Arms, he had made new Le- 


vies, which, as they were raiſed, had been 


ſent to the Frontiers. Beſides a numerous Ar- 
my which in a few Days might be aſſembled 
in the Neighbourhood of the Indus, he had 
another in that Part of Felaran, which belong- 
ed to him.

Fortune to him, fearing 
perhaps, leſt this Accident ſhould make too 
deep an Impreſſion upon the Athemadbulet n, who 
was in too bad a State of Health not to fear 
for him, gave not the leaſt Aſſiſtance to 13- 
ten, and cauſed him to be carried with all 
ſpeed to 1/þahan, where he arrived, already 
dead according to ſome, or, as others ſay, in 
ſuch a deſperate Condition, that he died the 
next Day. His Death made a great Noiſe, 
and Haſdy was publickly enough charged with 
it, and accuſed of Inhumanity. His Conduct 
ſeemed the more odious, as it was aſſerted 
that if Ibben had had timely Aſſiſtance, his Life 
would have been ſaved. | 
There were many Candidates for his Place : 
Neamed ®, the Son of Daracha, whom we have 
mentioned under the Adminiſtration of Al:- 
Homajou o, carried it. He was tall, well ſhaped, 
had beautiful Features, an agreeable Look, 
though ſomewhat -inclining to Sadneſs, a no- 
ble Gate, a ſprightly Wit, but no great Judg-

and as he ſpoke readily and well, he deceived 
Men at firſt. He had been for a long time in-

Maſter an Account of the State of the King- O. 
dom, and of what he thought proper to be thi 
done in the Circumſtances 4//a* was in, en- Po 
deavoured to alienate him from Muxain ®, a 
Moullah of a great deal of Wit, who he was 
afraid ſhould be appointed his Succeſſor, though 
he had always ſeemed to hve in a good Un- 
derſtanding with him, and had given him, 
they ſay, more than bare Hopes of having a 
great Share in the Adminiſtration. 1/maekBeg 
died to the great Satisfaction of many, but la- 
mented by the Sophi, who erected a ſtately 
Tomb to him, which will be a conſtant Me- 
morial of his good Heart and Gratitude. 
This Athemadoulet had for above ſixteen Years, 
abſolutely governed Cha-Sephi- and the whole 
State. The ſmall Eſtate he left, was a Proof of 
his being void of Self-intereſt ; But he had taken 
Care to provide plentifully for his Relations; a 
Method of eftabliſhing the Fortune of one's 
Friends upon a ſolid Foundation, which is the 
more artful, as it is more noble, more pompous,

Iſmael-Beg, as a private Man, had many ex- 


cellent Qualities; as he had a bright and deli- 


cate Wit, his Converſation was eaſy and amu- 
ſing; his Repartees were quick and ſprightly: 
He was humane, honeſt, very regular in his 
Manners, a good Relation, and a kind Maſter: 
But he was artful, diſſembling, revengeful, 
and no ſubſtantial Friend. Ef on, 
As a Stateſman, he was too eaſily prepoſſeſſed, 
too little upon his Guard againſt Informers, 
ridiculouſly fond of the Ambition of being 
eſteemed a great Miniſter, even by Foreigners; 
too ſaving, too jealous of his Power, too little 
acquainted with the Nature of true Glory, to 


be able to ſupport his Maſter's in a proper 


time. He had but indifferent Talents for the 
Government of a large Kingdom, becauſe he 
wanted that extenſive and ſtrong. Genius, 
which ſeizes and embraces in a Moment all the 
Objects, apprehends their ſtrong and weak 
Sides, perceives their Advantages and Incon- 
veniencies, and always makes the beſt of * 

or 
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for the Good of the State, By pretending to 


be a great Lover of Peace, he had impoſed 
upon ſeveral Powers, whilſt he was all the time 


intriguing in many Courts and laboured un- 


derhand to diſturb the Tranquillity of ia! 


by Wars, in which he did not deſign to en- 


gage himſelf, whatever Hopes he might give to 


take a Share in them. He caſt a Blemiſh on 


the Sophi's Reputation, by breaking a Treaty, 
which he had made him imprudently ſign ſome 
Years before, with the Houſe of Delly *, to the 


Prejudice of other Treaties anterior to that, 


and made with other Princes; and he diſgraced - 


the Perſian Name by the Weakreſs of the 


Forces he employed to make good the In- 


fringement of that Treaty. When he entered 


into the Adminiſtration, he found the Govern- 
ment in the utmoſt Diſorder, and retrieved it 


in a little Time ; an Epoch very glorious to 
his Memory: But he wanted Capacity to im- 


prove the Opportunities, that offered to en- 


large the Power of Per/ia, or to foreſee ſuch 


as might offer afterwards. In a word, the great 
Events which happened during his Adminiſtra- 


tion, opened him a fine and large Carrier of 
of heed © which, to the Shame and Prejudice 
of the Nation, he was not capable to run. 
Immediately after the Death of 1/mael-Beg, 
Cha- Sephia declared that he would govern by 
himſelf: And accordingly, he applied himſelf 


intirely to the Care of the State, and fixed the 


Hours for his Miniſters to work with him, 


This Reſolution was very much and juſtly ap- 


plauded : But People could not believe that

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he would perſiſt in it. The little Taſte he was 


known to have for Bufineſs, 'and the Igno- 


rance in which he was always kept of State 
Affairs, made it be judged, that he would ſoon 


chuſe a Perſon, on whom he fhould diſbur- 


then himſelf of a Load which was thought too 


heavy for him. Upon this Foundation great 
Intrigues were carrying on at Court; every 
one of thoſe who imagined, they might pre- 
tend to that Place of "Truſt (and their Num- 


ber was not ſmall, for no Man thinks himſelf 


inferior to another with regard to Genius and 
Capacity) every one, I ſay, began to ſet his 
Engines to work. Even Cofrou * flattered him- 


ſelf, that he might be reſtored to the Poſt he 


had once filled. In order to ſucceed, he drew 
up a long Memorial, in which he blamed, 


without any Diſcretion, the late Athemadou- 
let; he found means to tranſmit that Memo- 


rial into the Hands of the Sophid, who was 
ſeized with Indignation againſt the Author, 


and would have made him feel the whole 
Weight of it, if they had not pacified him. 
It muſt be confeſſed, that Cœſou took a very 


bad time, and was guilty of the utmoſt Im- 


prudence, by pretending to cenſure a Man, 
who was ſcarce cold, and whoſe Memory was ' 


extremely dear to Cha-Sephi*. He was ill ad- 


viſed, and worſe ſerved, His Precipitation 
ſpoiled all; and fuppoſe there had been ſome 
Hope for him, he loſt it by the manner in which 
the Sophi expreſſed himſelf upon his Account. 
This bad Succeſs, far from diſheartening the 
Pretenders, encouraged them, -on the contra- 
y, ſo. much the more, as they had dreaded

Caſrou and his Party. But the Sophi did not 


ſhew a liking for any. Perſon, excluſive of the 
reſt, except perhaps for Rhedif, whoſe Credit 


increaſed conſiderably by the Care he took to 


furniſh the neceſſary Funds for the Expences 


the Sophi made in beautifying his Country Seat. 
One Day amongſt others, RX hedi paid his Court 
moſt dexterouſly, Cha-Sephi having ſpent ſome 
Hours with him at that ſame Seat, in treating 
of Buſineſs, ſuffered him to go away, with- 


out mentioning to him an Eſtimate of ſome 


Additions that were to be made to that Seat, 
the Expence of which was to amount to about 
twenty-ſeven thouſand Tomans 5. His natural 
Baſhfulneſs, and the immenſe Sums he was 
obliged to ſpend in the preſent Situation of 
Affairs, did not ſuffer him to deliver it him- 


ſelf into Rhedi's Hands, whoſe Remonſtrances 
he probably dreaded. But as ſoon as he was 


gone, he gave that Eſtimate to one of his 
Eunuchs b, commanding him to deliver it im- 
mediately to Rhea:, and to tell him that the 
Sophi forgot to give it him. Rhedi read it that 
very Moment, and ſeeing what was -the Mat-

much with his Maſter ; So true it is, that with 


great Men, every thing depends from a criti- 
cal Minute] Coſrou miſſes it and compleats 
his Ruin; Rhedi ſeizes it, and encreaſes his 


Favour. 


Whilſt theſe things were tranſacting in Per- 
fia *, they lamented in the Empire of Mogul l, 
the Death of Nabal- Abel- Nan, Raja of Guza- 
rate n, who died in his Capital City, at the 
Age of three- ſcore and eighteen Years. It was 
a Loſs, conſidering the Circumſtances the Em- 
pire was in. The Grandees of Guzarate elected 
in his Stead Mir-Kaſ/em-Kan. As his own In- 
tereſt required that he ſhould keep Neuter, 
amongſt the Diſputes that divided the Empire, 
he ſhewed at his Acceſſion to his Dignity, no 
Inclination for one Party preferably to the other. 
Some time after he ſeemed to favour the Queen 
of Golconda a little, at which the Emperor was 


very much diſpleaſed, As the Power of this 


Rajais leſs conſiderable by his Armies, than b.

The Neceſſity and Efficacy of that Aſſiſtance 
afforded a large Field to the Friends of Nagar \, 
who inferred from thence, that the Dominions 


of the Houſe of Delly *, even kept undivided, 


were weaker than the Powers confederated 
againſt her.

Man of War of ſeventy Guns, con- 
manded by Haſſein, a Perſian * Officer of an 
uncommon Intrepidity. TwO Japoneſe Ships, 
leaving the reſt behind, entered into the Har- 
bour and ſummoned Haſſein to ſurrender. 
That brave Officer anſwered only by a Diſ- 
charge of his Artillery: But ſeeing that not- 
withſtanding this, the Japoneſe perfiſted in their 
Deſign, and that the Commandant of the 
Fort took no Meaſures to defend him, he 
landed his Crew, put fire to his Ship and blew 
it up. The Sick periſhed with it, a ſad Acci-- 
dent indeed, but forced by Neceſſity, the little 
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Time there was not being ſufficient to carry 
them on Shore. | | 

In the mean time, the Queen of Golconda had 
a numerous Army on the Indus, commanded by 
Prince Salcher *, who threatned to paſs that 
River, and to return to the Per/ians Invaſion 
for Invaſion, by carrying the War into, their 
own Dominions. here was ſo much the 
more Reaſon to fear that this Project would 
ſucceed, as Nagar * and her Allies had got to- 


gether higher up a large Army in the Neigh- 


bourhood of Amadabat *, which, it was thought, 
deſigned to join Prince Sakher. In order to 
diſappoint theſe Projects, Cha-Sephi put 1bbi w, 
at the Head of fifty- five thouſand Men, de- 
ſigned to prevent that Junction, and he gave 
near as many to Seif*, with Orders to defend 
the Paſſuge of the Indus, and to cover the Pro- 
vinces that lie near it. | 

 Jbbi paſſed the Indus, and advanced towards 


the River Emni , with a Deſign to ſeize upon 


an advantageous Poſt : But being prevented by 
Haider, a moſt active Faponeſe General, he 
poſted himſelf on the Banks of the River Emni, 
over which he threw two Bridges in order to 
keep the Paſlage free, and to be in a Condition 
to take an Advantage of the Motions of the 
confederate Army, which was encamped on the 
other Side of the River. The Emperor of Japan 
had juſt put himſelf at the Head of that 
Army, where one of his Sons, named Mir- 
Aaſem, was arrived before him. The .

of the ſeveral Nations, which compoſed that 
Army, were commanded by brave and expe- 
rienced Generals of their reſpective Nations: 
Haider commanded the Japoneſe, and thoſe 
Troops that were in their Pay. The Del- 
lians were commanded by Faber and Mamat. 
Both Armies obſerved each other for ſome 
Days. At laſt the Allies- made a Motion on 
their Right, by marching up the River, in or- 
der, as ſome ſay, to draw near a Reinforce- 
ment of twenty thouſand 1 „ who were 
advancing; or according to others, to be at 
Hand for getting Provitions and Forage, of 


which they were abſolutely in Want. There- 


upon Jubi, who had Intelligence of their Mo- 
tion, cauſed immediately thirty-thouſand Men 
to paſs the River; the Foot over two Bridges, 
and the Horſe by Fording, with a Deſign to 
fall on the Rear of the Enemy, and to defeat 
it. Haider, obſerving Ibbi's rating: and 
concluding from thence that the whole Per/ian 
Army was paſling the River, drew up immedi- 
ately the Japoneſe in Order of Battle; for theſe 
made up the Rear, whilſt Orders were ſent to 


the Van-guard to come back with all Speed. 


The Per/jans having marched through a Defile, 
which hindered them from perceiving the Diſpo- 
ſitions made by the Enemy, were ſurpriſed when 
they arrived in the Plain, to find them in Order 
of Battle. But as they were too far advanced 
to draw back again, and reckoned to have to 
do only with the Rear, they marched boldly 
up to the Japoneſe, to whoſe Fire, which was 
dreadful, they were expoſed, The Perſians, 
whofe Ranks were conſiderably thinned, **

heir Leaders rallied them, made them make a 
ſecond Attack, which did not prove more ſuc- 
ceſsful than the former, and 8 a third, 
which did not ſucceed better, the Dellians be- 
ing now come up. Mirgi- Hola“, Son to Prince 
Te Miram b, younger Brother to Mirxa- 
Haddi, the two Sons of Soliman and Sevagi, = 
formed Wonders : Some Regiments of Foot 
fought very bravely, but were ill-ſeconded by 


a Corps of Infantry, conſiderable by its Num- 


ber, and diſtinguiſhed by the Rank it has in 
the Per/jan Militia, This Corps having given 
Ground at the/third Charge, communicated its 
Fright to the greateſt Part of the Infantry, 
which run away, and left the Cavalry, which 
was obliged to maintain a running Fight, un- 
der a very great Diſadvantage. This Cavalry 
conſiſted of the choice Troops of Cha-Sephi's 


Army, behaved very well, and ſuffered ex- 


ceedingly. The Japoneſe themſelves owned, 


that the Courage with which that Body at- 


tacked them, ſurpriſed them, and that they 


had been loſt,. if it had ſuſtained the third Dif- 


charge with the ſame Intrepidity ; or if the In- 
fantry had not forſaken it; or finally, if the 
Dellians were not arrived very opportunely. 
They, who run to ſave themſelves, imagining 


they had the Enemy at their Heels, threw 


themſelves into the River, where many of them 
were drowned. In this Action, which con- 


tinued four Hours and an half, the Per/ians loſt 


a great Number of Men, and in particular ma- 
ny brave Officers, who ſeeing their Regiments 
turn their Back to the Enemy, put themſelves

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in a Line, and choſe rather to die honourably, 
by ſtanding their Ground, than to run away 
ſhamefully. wy e 
The Allies, who ſuffered very much from 
the Artillery of the "IS and imagined that 
their whole Army had paſſed the River, did 
not think proper to purſue them; they appre- 
hended, very likely, that the Ambition of gain- 
ing a greater Advantage, might make them loſe 
that, which they had' already gained. They

In the mean time Kaluced , one of 
his Generals, at the Head of three thouſand 
choice Men, whom he put into Boats, made an- 
other Attempt over againſt a Poſt defended by 
Kaſamiſ, a brave and experienced General-Offi- 

r, who forced him to retire with Loſs. Ka- 
luced ſignalized . himſelf on that Occaſion, and 
would perhaps have ſucceeded, had any other 
but Kaſamir defended that Poſt. This Attempt 
having miſcarried, Salcher had no other View 


but to keep the Ifland, to drive the Perſſans out 


of it, and to compleat the Paſſage. Sz; was not 


ſtrong enough to oppoſe an Enemy much ſupe- 


rior to him, and beſides this, his Troops were 
extremely fatigued : This determined the Sophi 
to make /bb; march to ſupport him. The Allies 
followed that General, and by the Way levelled 
with the Ground the Lines he had abandoned ; 
after which, the Seaſon being pretty much ad-

rated. On the other Hand, Salcher finding it 
impoſſible to execute his Project, ſince the Ar- 


rival of [#bi, and fearing the overflowing of the 


River, retired, and put his Army into Winter- 
Quarters. Some Weeks after Kaſamir, taking 
an Advantage of the Dellian's Retreat, paſſed 
the Indus o with a conſiderable Body, raiſed again 
the Works in an Iſland different from that we 
have been ſpeaking of, and provided it with 


Soldiers and Ammunition : This Expedition 
| | was 
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| was reckoned contrary to the Treaties, but was 

thought neceſſary for Reaſons of War. 
Not long before this, a Golcondian General ?, 
whom Fortune and his ſavage Valour had raiſed 
from an obſcure Condition, to high Degrees in 
the Army, penetrated at the Head of a deſperate 
Troop and eager after Plunder, into the Princi- 
pality of Tatta a, that ſame] Province, which 
was yielded in full Sovereignty to Per/ia *, by 
the Treaty of Gehanabad * : He committed there 
all Sorts of Outrages, and diſperſed a Writing 
deſigned to encourage the People to a Rebellion, 
and to put themſelves again under the Govern- 
ment of their Ancient Maſters. Large Contri- 
butions which he required, and a conſiderable 
Booty, where all the Advantages he gained by 
that Invaſion, for which he might have paid 
dear, had he not made Haſte to retire, upon 
the Notice he received that a large Body of 
Per ſians was coming, in order to fall upon 
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Whilſt theſe Things were tranſacting in 4/a*, 
Ruſſia was very near ſuffering a new Revolution; 
the Scheme of which was to unthrone the Em- 
preſs, and call back the young Emperor. Some 
of the Conſpirators were arreſted, amongſt whom 
were ſeveral Ladies of the Court; eight of them 
being ſentenced to Death, the Empreſs gave 
them their Lives, but they had their Tongues 
cut off and were baniſhed. The Queen of Gol- 

_ conda's u Miniſter at that Court, was poſitively 
charged by the Empreſs, with being concerned 
in that Conſpiracy, and with promifing Aſſiſ- 

| tance to the diſcontented. She demanded Sa-

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tisfaction from Nagar v, whoſe Intereſt it was 

to have a great Regard for the Empreſs ; ſo that 

ſhe made Haſte to give her the Satisfaction ſhe 

deſired; for the Miniſter cleared himſelf, But 

what Impreſſions do not ſuch Accuſations leave be- 
hind them, eſpecially after the Diſcovery Sela- 
tiheb * had made, ſoon after her Acceſſion to the 
Throne, of the ſuſpicious Correſpondence be- 
tween her Miniſters, and thoſe of Golconda : 
It ſeems there was a kind of Spell upon that 
Empreſs, which expoſed her to dangerous In- 
trigues : For the next Year Sydameck 7, whom 
Cha-Sephi *, with a Deſign to break the Meaſures 
of the Queen of Golconda and her Allies, had 
lately ſent back into Ry/ia, with the Title of 
Embaſſador, which he had there two Years be- 
fore, was charged with Deſigns much of the 
ſame Kind, and commanded by the Empreſs to 
leave the Capital City. within four and twenty 
Hours, and the Bros Kingdom in eight Days. 
His Papers were ſeized, in which was found, 
they ſay, a Project of an approaching Revolu- 
tion. There was however this Difference, that 
Selatiheb * did not require from the Sophz ®, 
any Satisfaction for Sydamect's Conduct: A Dif- 
ference, which gave room to queſtion the Truth 
of the Accuſation, and rather to ſuſpect that 
Lord of a Behaviour more injurious to Selati- 
heb's Perſon, than to her Crown, and ſo much 
the more outragious, as ſhe had loaded him with 
Favours, and uſed him with an uncommon 
Diſtinction.

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Muzaim e, that Moullab, whom T/mael-Beg * 
endeavoured, before his Death, to render ob- 
noxious to Cha-Sephi e, as we have already ob- 
ſerved, had at laſt found Means to get a Seat 
in the Sophi's Councils. He had a great deal 
of Wit, he was as pliant as his Predeceſſor, 
but more ſubtle, more enterpriſing, more active, 
in a word, more capable. He was at leaſt ſixty 
Years old; lean, of a middling Size: He- had 
briſk Eyes, a cunning Look, a ſeducing Tongue, 
and was poſſeſſed of the Art of perſuading what- 
ever he pleaſed, He had had many Intrigues 
during his Life, ſome of which had given bad 
Impreſſions of him, which were not yet blot- 
ted out of the-Mind of ſome People ; ſo that 
he had many Enemies, both within and with- 
out the Dominions of the Sophi; and the Ja- 
pineſe dreaded him.

He was not free 
from Ambition, and wiſhed much to be at the 
Head of the Adminiſtration ; where, in ma- 
ny Reſpects, and eſpecially as to what re- 
lates to Politicks, he would have behaved very 
well, whatever his Enemies, and thoſe who 
envied him might ſay.

Nothing was omitted to ſecure the Succeſs of 
ſo great an Undertaking. They cauſed the Chi- 
neſe and Perſian Ships, we have ſpoke of, to fail 
out of the Harbours, not doubting but the 
Faponeſe Admiral would take hold of that Op- 
portunity to engage in Battle: This was all the 
Perſiaus wanted, becauſe that Fight would give 
time to execute the Deſcent in Japan, and tho 
the Japoneſe ſhould gain the Victory, yet they 
would not be in a Condition to fly to the Aſ- 
ſiſtance of their Country, (it being morally 
impoſſible that they ſhould not ſuffer very 
much in an Action that was to be very hot) or 
at leaſt, they could not arrive but too late. 
Theſe Arguments were very juſt and grounded 
on a daily Experience of what happens in Sea- 
Fights. They had fitted out in other Ports ſe- 
veral Ships, which were ſaid to be intended for 
quite another Expedition than that of Japan. 


They had put on board thoſe Ships a great 


Quantity of Arms and warlike Stores; theſe 
Ships were ordered to put into a Sea-port Town, 
where ſeveral Troops had been aſſembled to 
make the intended Deſcent. Secreſy, which is 
the Soul of great Undertakings, had been ſo 
well kept, that the Commanders themſelves 
did not know what Expedition they were go- 
ing upon, till the Moment they ſet out. With 
the ſame Precaution a conſiderable Par 
been raiſed in 5 They had ſent from a 
very diftant Country to Iſpaban, for the 
young Prince, who was to act the chief Part, 
and found means to make him paſs through 
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the midſt of his moſt formidable Enemies, un- 
der a ſuppoſitious Name, and attended by a 
Brother of Muzaim; a Circumſtance which 
did not a little contribute to make People be- 
lieve that this AZoullah was the Author of the 
Scheme. In the Night of a publick Rejoicing, 
which it was purpoſely reported that Cha-Sz- 
% would honour with his Preſence, and at 
which many People were perſuaded that he 
really aſſiſted, that Monarch had a ſecret Con- 
ference with the young Prince, who ſet out 
afterwards Incognito for the Place of the Em- 
barkation. Every thing anſwered the Sophi's 
Wiſhes: The Battle was fought ; the ah. 
12/e Fleet had ſuffered en»ugh not to be in a 
Condition to get into the Harbours of Japan. 
The ſecond Per/ian Squadron was in the Road 
of the Sea-Port Town, whence the Troops 
were to be tranſported. The young Prince 
being arrived there without any accident, they 
embark, they ſet fail, and go forwards with 
he moſt flattering Hope. But on a ſudden a 
Storm ariſes, which in a few Hours diſperſes 
the whole Fleet, and makes this grand Project 
miſcarry. Such Enterpriſes require always the 
utmoſt diſpatch, eſpecially in Winter, when 
he Inconſtancy of the Sea makes every Mo- 
nent precious. They did not make a quick 
Viſpatch enough in Perſia, or, to ſpeak more 
roperly, they could not make more; for, 
otwithſtanding the poſitive Orders that were 
yen, and the juſt Meaſures that were taken, 
ome Tranſports not being able to come in 
ime to the appointed Place, they loſt many 
Days of a favourable Wind. That Delay was 
ot only the Cauſe which made ſo material a 

| | Project 
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Project miſcarry, but alſo the Occaſion. of the 
Loſs of many Men and ſome Ships. Fortune 
| favoured the Japoneſe very much on that Oc- 
cation, They were ſo little upon their Guard, 
that they had hardly any Ships at home, and 
fewer Troops ſtill to oppoſe the Enemy. The 
Perſian Fleet entered again into its own Har- 
bours to repair the Damages it had received, 
and the young Prince returned to //þahan, 
there to expect, from the Generoſity of Cha- 
Sephi, new Means to make a ſecond Attempt. 

Soon after this Event Tamet 5 was removed; 
this Ex-Miniſter was but little regretted. Tho 
the Sophi rewarded him magnificently, in or- 
der that his Removal might not ſeem a Diſgrace, 
yet it was thought there was ſome ſecret Diſcon- 
tent. Cha-Sephi was ſome time before he gave 
him a Succeſſor, 1bb: > was at laſt appointed, 
and they put under him Zelimi, whom we 
have already mentioned; a Man, who by his 
Capacity, and the Reputation he had acquired 
in ſeveral important Negociations, - deſerved 
that Place as much as any Perſon whatſoever, 
They joined with him Kzhelt, known by his 
long Experience, by ſome conſiderable Commiſ- 
ſions he had been truſted with, and by the 
Treaty of Gehanabad*, This Diſpoſition did 
not continue long : Whether it was, that the 
Sophi thought 1bb; more uſeful at the Head of 
his Armies, or for other Reaſons, amongſt 
which the Publick reckoned, the little Truſt that 
was ſince a long time repoſed in [bbi, he was 
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removed, and Couton-C hal, a Creature of the 
late Athemadoulet, and who had been ſome Years 
Ambaſſador at the Ottoman Court, was choſen 
in his Stead. As he was already pretty much 
advanced in Years, and, fince hls Embaſly, 
had lived upon his Eſtate in the Country, he 
preferred his Retirement before the Splendor of 
an Employment, which he knew was tickliſh, 
eſpecially in the preſent Situation of Affairs. 
Upon his Refuſal, Taxis n, eldeſt Brother to 
Neamed, was appointed. He had a ſound and 
profound Judgment, and was very capable to fill 
up with Reputation all kinds of Employments ; 
but he was leſs engaging than his Brother, 
colder and more rough. The Sophi loaded that 
Family with Honours and Dignities, one of the 
Children having at that Time got the Place of 
Grand-Cadi ®, from which Feyde ® was removed, 
who was more taken up in Pleaſures than with 
the Functions of his Employment. This Poſt 
was in a manner due to the Deſcendants of Da- 
racha v, Grand-father of the new Cadi, who had 
acquired in it a great Reputation, and who had 
known how to make of a pretty mean and not 
very honourable Employment, an eminent and 
very important Office. @_ | 
The Sophi, being determined to act vigo- 
rouſly this Campaign, did at laſt declare War 
againſt the Queen of Golconda i, the Emperor 


of Japan and the King of Nechall. A hun- 
| . dred 
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dred thouſand Men marched into Feldran* un- 
der the Command of Jobi and Kalife-Sultan*, 
Seif u, at the Head of fifty thouſand Per ſians, 
marched to the Banks of the Indus, and 
covered the Provinces ſituated beyond that 
River. Scadec *, who was come again into Fa- 
vour, was poſted with a conſiderable Body on 
the River /l-ment?, from whence he ſecured 
the Principality of Tatta* and the neighbour- 
ing Countries. Rutor-Cha *, at the Head of 
forty thouſand Men, was at hand to act as Oc- 
caſion and Circumſtances ſhould require. Be- 
ſides theſe ſeveral Armies, Cha-Sephi had fur- 
niſhed Cha-Baſkan b with twenty thouſand Men 
of old Troops, and had ſent to Negeadin © a 
. Reinforcement of twenty-two thouſand Men, 
under the Command of MZorat-Bakche *, as we 
have obſerved when we ſpoke of Feſova *. 

This Year Cha- Sephi made his firſt Cam- 
paign at the Head of his Army in Felaran b. 
The Ceylaneſe ® began then to find by Expe- 
rience, as we have obſerved above, that, b 

continuing united with the Queen of Golconda i, 


they expoſed themſelves to ſee thoſe Cities, 


which had been mortgaged to them by the 
Houſe of Delly *, taken by the Perſians!: For 
notwithſtanding the good Underſtanding be- 
tween the Sophi and the Ceylane/ſe, that Frince 
beſieged ſome Towns, where the latter * 

ar- 
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Garriſons, and made himſelf Maſter of them, 
without much Reſiſtance. The Sovereigns of 
Ceylan were not in a Humour to make their Sol- 
diers fall a Sacrifice to a Cauſe, in which the 

continued engaged by Policy, and the Circum- 
ſtances of the Times rather than by Inclination; 
and for that Reaſon they had taken care not to 
furniſh thoſe Places with ſufficient Garriſons to 
make a proper Defence. However, they made 
heavy Complaints of the Sophi's Attempts upon 
what they called their Towns, and gave him to 
underſtand, that in caſe he continued, they 
would be obliged to declare themſelves openly. ' 
But the Sophi, ſtill uſing the Troops of Ceylan 
with ſuch Regard as Men do not ſhew to Ene- 
mies, did not for all that alter his Conduct ; and 
anſwered, that he judged he had as much Right 
to aſſiſt Cha-Baſtann, as the Ceylaneſe thought 
they had to ſupport Nagar *, ſince both Parties 
pretended they were authoriſed to it by Treaties, 
The Queen of Golconda b, and her Allies were fo 
much inferior to Cha-Sephi in Power, that, not- 
withſtanding all their boaſting, it was very pro- 
bable he would, in this Campaign, conquer the 
greateſt Part of what the Houſe of Delly was 
poſſeſſed of in Feldran 1. Rutor-Cha was or- 
dered to march with the forty thouſand Men 
under his Command, to one of the ſtrongeſt 
Towns, which it was not queſtioned but he 
would inveſt immediately: They were under 
the ſame Apprehenſion at the Court of Golcon- 
da, for other Places which were not leſs impor- 
tant, In vain did _ endeayour to SO | 
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the Ceylane/e from a Principle of Glory; they 
anſwered, that they had fulfilled their Engage- 
ments, even beyond what they were obliged to 
do ; that it was neither prudent, nor their In- 
tereſt, to run the Danger of having the War 
carried into their own Dominions by ſacrificing 


themſelves for the ſake of others; that they had 


alreadyloſt enough during this Campaign,tothink 
of preſerving the reſt by good Offices and Ne- 
gociations; and finally, that what determined 
them not to fall out with Perſia, was a Deſire of 
keeping always, by their Mediation, a Door 
open for a Peace ; a Conduct which could not 
but appear commendable to their Allies. Such 
were the Reaſons by which the Cæylaneſe excuſed 
themſelves from making greater Efforts, or de- 
claring themſelves openly. 


The Rapidity of Cha-Sephi's Conqueſts in 


Feldran *, which the Allies were by no means 
in a Condition to oppoſe, was all on a ſudden 
ſtopped by the News that Prince Saleber had 
paſſed the Indus u, and that at the Head of four- 
ſcore thouſand Men he put Sei, to the greateſt 
Streights, who had been obliged, with the ut- 
moſt Precipitation, to abandon the Country he 
was occupying, and to retire farther up, in order 
to prevent the Enemy from entring into Per/ia*. 
This Paſlage of the Indus appeared ſo much the 
more ſurprizing, as, though Sei, was ſtrong 
enough to make Salcher buy it very dear, yet 
that Prince had met with no Reſiſtance from 
thoſe ſame Perſians, who the Year before had 
the Glory to diſappoint the Attempts he had 

; made. 
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made, It was ſuſpected that the Sopbi, in or- 
der to dertermine the King of Zagathay v, 
who was ſtrongly ſolicited to declare againſt the 
Queen of Golconda, and who wanted only a Pre- 
tence to do it, had given Orders to Sei to ſuf- 
fer the Golcondians to paſs the Indus without Op- 
poſition. This Paſſage was indeed a moſt ſpe- 
cious Pretence to juſtify before all Ma Gion- 
Kan's Conduct: The Neceſſity, to which by 
that Event Cha-Sephi was going to be reduced, 
of ceaſing to aſſiſt Cha-Baſkan ® in order to de- 
fend his own Dominions; the bad Conſe- 
quences it would be attended with for the Em- 
peror of Mogul, who was to be deſtitute of all 
Aſſiſtance ; the Apprehenſion People were un- 
der, leſt the Queen of Golconda 4, by revenging 
herſelf of that Prince, ſhould endeavour to en- 
ſlave even the whole Empire; the Majeſty of 
the Chief of the Empire, and the Dignity of 
the whole Body expoſed ; the Honour of the 
Rajas * whoſe Intereſt it was to ſupport the 
Prince they had choſen; all theſe [Reaſons 
might ſeem ſufficient to determine the King of 
Zagathay * to- undertake the Defence- of Cha- 
Baſtan, and he made uſe of them, or at leaſt, 
of ſome of them, to juſtify the Treaty he had 
lately made with that Emperor, with the $9p/z, 
and with ſome other Princes, and to authorize 
his Hoſtilities againſt Nagar s. 

In the mean time Cha-Sephi, who feared leſt 
the Golcondians ſhould make him pay dear for 


the Complaiſance he had to ſuffer them to paſs 
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the Indus h, without ſtriking a Blow, left XA. 
lie- Sultan, whom he had lately honoured 
' with the great Calaat * at the Head of the Army 
in Feldran ', and with thirty-five thouſand Men 
he detached from it, he flew to the Aſſiſtance 
of Szif®, . Rutor-Cha” had alſo Orders to go 
and join him with the Army he commanded. 
Theſe ſeveral Bodies made forced Marches, 
and joined at laſt, notwithſtanding, all the Pre- 
cautions Salcher > had taken to prevent their 
Junction: On both Sides the Forces were for- 
midable, the Ardour equal; in the Golcondians a 
firm Reſolution to preſerve their Advantages, 
and even to improve them; in the Per/ians a 
ſtrong Deſire to make the Enemy repaſs the 
Indus ?, and to ſignalize themſelves in the Pre- 
ſence of their King: Theſe Diſpoſitions left no 
room to queſtion they ſhould ſoon come to an 
Action, and it was daily expected, when the So- 
phi a fell dangerouſly ill. In a few Days he was in 
a dying Condition, it was eyen reported that 
he was dead. All other Concern gave way in 
the Hearts of the Per/ians to that they were 
in for ſo dear a Prince: The Love they had 
for him, the too well-grounded Fear they were 
in of loſing him, eſpecially in the preſent. Si- 
tuation of Affairs, ſuſpended all the Operations 
of War, and the Generals took no other Care 
but to poſt themſelves ſo ſecurely, that the 
Enemy could make no Advantage of the Con- 
ſternation of the Perſians, nor of the Misfor- 
tune that threaten'd them. But at the Time 
— there 
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there were no Hopes, but from the Strength of 
Age and Nature, a favourable Criſis ſnatched 
that Prince out of the Arms of Death. The 
publick Joy was equal to the Concern they 
were in before; all the Orders of the State 
ſhewed their Gladneſs in Emulation of one 
another : And for two Months nothing was to 
be ſeen in Perſia, but Rejoicings and Feaſtings, 
which occaſioned a prodigious Expence, not- . 
withſtanding the Care that was taken to keep 
them within Bounds, leſt the Eſtates of private 
Perſons ſhould be impaired. Theſe were Proofs 
of Zeal and Love, very honourable to the Na- 
tion, and ſtill more glorious for the Prince, 

Prince Sakher's Paſſage over the Indus, and 
his Irruption into the neighbouring Provinces, 
were not attended with ſuch fatal Conſequences: 
for Perſia, as were juſtly apprehended. The 
March of the King of Zagathay *, at the Head: 


of a hundred-thouſand Men, towards the King- 


dom of Fenupar*, obliged Salcher to repaſs the 
River immediately, in order to oppoſe this new 
Enemy. But whatever haſte he made, he 
could not arrive ſoon enough to prevent the 


taking of the Capital, and the Conqueſt of: 
Part of the Kingdom. This Conduct of G:on-- 


Kanu was extremely exclaimed againſt by the 
Queen of Golconda's Allies, and eſpecially by 
the Ceylaneze, who did not ſpare him in their 
Diſcourſes. The Animoſity of. the People of 
Ceylan againſt that Prince, made them ſo blind 
with regard to their own Intereſt, that they 
did not perceive how much it was their Ad- 
vantage that he ſhould thus declare againſt Va- 
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gar*, at a Time when the Claim he laid to 
ſeveral of their Dominions, and which he ſeem- 
ed inclined to aſſert by main Force, could not 
fail to occaſion an open War between Zagathay 
and Ceylan »; they did not ſee that the En- 
gagements Gron-Kan was juſt entered into, re- 
moved the Storm far from them, and that, as 
the War he undertook would in all probabi- 
lity coſt him a great many Men, and immenſe 
Sums, it would be a long time before he could 
be in a Condition to diſturb them. e 

The Diverſion made by the King of Zaga- 
thay, was a terrible Stroke for the Queen of 
Golconda x. By this the Dominions of that 
Princeſs became again the Theatre of the War: 
By this Cha-Baſcan? and his Allies were at 
hand, not only to recover F/7/apouran *, not- 
withſtanding the thirty thouſand Men, which 
Salcher * had the Precaution to put into it as he 
was marching to the Relief of Fenupar > bur 
even to carry their Arms into the Principality 
of Delly ©. Finally, by this the Perſians *, 
being delivered from the dangerous Neighbour- 
hood of the Golcandians, were at liberty to en- 
ter in their Turn into the Provinces ſubject to 
Nagar®, with Hopes of carrying. their Con- 
queſts very far. It was very difficult for the 
Queen of Golconda to ſtand ſo many Enemies 
at once: The Confederate Army in Felllran 
continued in a State of Inactivity, which be- 
lied the Reports that were ſpread as though it 
was immediately to attack Kalife-Sultan® ; and 
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indeed it was not probable that the Allies would 
undertake any thing againſt an experienced 

General, who was advantageouſly poſted, and 
againſt whom it ,was very dangerous to- fit 
down with an Army but little ſuperior to his. 
Happily for the Queen of Golconda, Selim-Kan, 
King of Thibet, and Raja of Labor being per- 
ſuaded by the Solicitations, and more ſtill by 
the Subſidies of the Emperor of Japan, de- 
clared for her, and ſent a Succour of twenty 
two thouſand Men to Prince Salcher. This 
Reinforcement put him in a Condition to re- 
take moſt of the Towns, which the King of 
Zagathay had ſeized upon, and to force that 
Monarch to retire with ſo much the more 

Precipitation, as on the one Hand he appre- 
hended to be obliged to come to a Battle, 


of PERSIA”: 


which he would probably have loſt, his Army 


being conſiderably leſſened by Sickneſs and 
Deſertion ; and on the other it concerned him 
yery much to cover the Province of Bacar ', 
which an Army of Golcondtans * lately raiſed, 
threatened with an Invaſion. G7on-Kan's | Re- 
treat was ſo ſudden, that he had not Time to 
withdraw the Garriſons he had at Fenupar ® and 
in two or three other Towns: The greateſt | 
Part of them were made Priſoners of War: 
Above eight. thouſand Men, who were in 72- 
nupar went out with an immenſe Booty; but 
they were ſo harraſſed by the Enemy, that but 
few of them joined the grand Army. 
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which Nagar's® Friends openly ſtiled a foolith At 

tempt. It might however have deſerved quite ano- 
ther Name, if Cha-Seph:'s Illneſs had not prevent- 
ed the Execution of the Deſign that was formed 
to attack Salcher , to force him to repaſs the 
Rhine, and to harraſs him in his Retreat, ſo as 
to put it out of his Power to make Head againſt 
the King of Zagatbay; or if after the Sophi's 
Recovery it had been poſſible to make Haſte 
enough by forced Marches to fall upon the Gol- 
condians ?, or to put them between the Fires of 
the Troops of Zagathay, and thoſe of the Perſi- 
ans; or finally, if the Seaſon had ſuffered the 
latter to enter into the Queen of Golconda's Do- 
minions, far enough to oblige Salcher to march 


Such was the End of Gion-Kan's Enterpriſe, 


thither, and to extricate, by that Diverſion, the 


King of Zagathay, who in that caſe had been 
ſtrong enough at leaſt to keep the Conqueſts he 
had made. 5 
The Queen of Golconda's Succeſs againſt Gi- 
on-Kan was ballanced by the Loſs of ſome 
Towns, and, amongſt other, of a conſiderable 
one, which the Sophi took after a long and 
bloody Siege, and by Cha-Ba/can's recovering 
Part of Viſapouran 2. Theſe ſeveral Expediti- 
ons cloſed the Campaign, and each Party went 
into Winter-Quarters. Per/ia, deſigning to be 
at Hand to begin Hoſtilities very ſoon the next 
Tear, reſolved to make forty-thouſand Men, 
under the Command of Azer *, who was come 
into Favour again, take Winter-Quarters, by 
fair or foul Means, in the Dominions of the 
: * Rajas 
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Rajas of Guzarate, Buckor and: Multan *. It. 
was even given out, that that Army was de- 
ſigned to attack the Principality of Cabul, or to 
penetrate into the Dominions of the King of 
Zagathay, in order to force him to ſtand firm, . 
in caſe he had ſome Thoughts to forſake the 
common Cauſe, as the Perſians had ſome Rea- 
ſons to fear he had. 

The Sophi was impatiently expected at . 
han * ; he went thither at laſt, was received with 
great Acclamations, the People rejoicing as. 
much to ſee again a Prince they adored, as they 
had been moved with Grief, when they appre- 
hended to loſe him. His Illneſs proved fatal 
only to O/iria ", and to her Siſter Daghdon. 
They had followed him into Felaran », and 
from thence to the Indus x, as had alſo done ſe- 
veral other Ladies of the Court. During his 
Illneſs, the two Siſters were ordered to with-- 


draw immediately, and were deprived of the 


Employments they owed to his Love. But the 
Return of his Health put an End to their Miſ- 
fortune. They returned to Court, where their 
Triumph was ſo much the more ſplendid, as 
their Employments were alſo reſtored to them, 
and Oſiria received new Proofs of Cha-Sephi s 
Inclination for her. This Favourite ſoon after 
her Return to Court was ſeized with a Diſtem 
per, which carried her to her Grave. Some 
ſuſpected that ſhe was poiſoned ; others aſcribed. 
her Death to a Remedy taken in an improper”: 
Time ; ſome alſo imagined it was. occaſioned: 
by an exceflive- Joy, She left great Riches be- 
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Hind her, which ſhe bequeathed to her Siſters. 
Cha-Sephi was extremely afflicted. at the Death 
of O/iria; but more important Cares diverted 
his Grief, One of thoſe Cares, which was 
none of the leaſt, was the Marriage of the 
Prince of Pera) with a Daughter of the Em- 


peror of China 2. It was juſt concluded; and 


an Ambaſlador was to be choſen to make a ſo- 


lemn Demand of the. Princeſs. All the Lords 


.of the firſt Rank were ambitious of that Ho- 
nour. M4724 *, Governor of the young Prince, 
pretended that as ſuch he had a Right to be 
choſen for that Ambaſſy. His illuſtrious Birth, 
his Rank, his Merit, beſides the Advantage of 
having educated the preſumptive Heir to -the 
Crown, might have made Cha-Sephi incline. in 
his Favour; but he had been baniſhed a few 
Days before that Prince's Return. His Diſ- 
grace had even been kept ſo ſecret, that but a 
tew Hours were granted to him and his Spouſe, 
to prepare themſelves to o He was a Man 
pretty much advanced in Years, of a cold Ac- 
ceſs, unſhaken in his Reſolutions, but little am- 
bitious, and who aſked for no Favours: He 
was of a Temper but little indulgent, and not 
flexible: But otherwiſe very worthy by his no- 


ble Sentiments, and by his perle ve . 
or 


of the Preference Cha-Sephi had given him 
the Education of his Succeſſor. Some Diſcour- 
ſes he had imprudently dropped, and which 
were ſtill more imprudently reported, were the

tunity to render his Fortune more ſplendid. 
At the Time of Mirza's Baniſhment, Azouf, 


who was Governor to Prince Y eing's“ Son, 


met with the ſame Fate. This gave ſo much 


the more Surpriſe, as he was a near Relation of 


Taxis ©, and Neamed*, Miniſters who were deep- 
ly in Favour, and had introduced him at Court, 
and ſupported him till then. He was ſo little 
beloved, that he met with no Perſon who was 
concerned for his Misfortune. a 
Several Courtiers, amongſt whom there were 
ſome whom the Scphi had uſed with Diſtinction, 
were alſo diſgraced, for taking the Liberty of

in Cafe the Male-Lines of the royal Family ſhould all be- 
come extindl, 8 8 | 
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narch's Death, they were deprived in an au- 


thentick Manner, at leaſt with regard to their 


Poſterity. This Injuſtice was done to thoſe 


Princes, chiefly at the Requeſt of 1frza-Had- 
di i, and by the Inſtigation of his Mother Roxa- 
na, a haughty Woman, who was not ſenſible 
that ſhe diſgraced herſelf by thus perſecuting 


her own Blood. What ſeemed moſt odious in 


this Princeſs's Conduct was, that ſhe forced her 


Son, if I may ſay 6, to ſtrike the firſt Blows, 

at the very Time he was engaged in a Party 

of Pleaſure at the Caſtle of Sevagi the Father. 
The Motive, which moved the Sophi to re- 


vive the Decrees of Cha-Abas the Great, was 
the Marriage of the young Prince Sevagi with 
Anais *, Niece to Prince Fe//eing, which it was. 
deſired ſhould be preceded by that Act of royal 
Authority. It was natural enough for Gha-$Se- 


phi to give ſignal Proofs of Friendſhip to a Prin- 


ceſs of his own Blood, and to do in Behalf of 


the Children that might be born of her all that 


could be expected from the ſovereign Power. 
This moſt of the Grandees, who: were jealous . 


of tranſmitting to their Poſterity their Rights 
and Ranks without any Alteration or Mixture 


of Blood, pretended to oppoſe. This Affair 


put the whole Court in a very great Agitation; 
the moſt prudent of the Courtiers acted under- 
hand; the imprudent exclaimed loudly, and 
were puniſhed by Baniſhment. But, notwith-- 
ſtanding theſe ' Proofs of the Sopbi's Severity, 
and how favourably ſoever he might be diſpoſed 
towards Sevagi, his Deſign could not but meet 
with very great Difficulties, and all that his ſu- 
preme Will could effect was to prevent Pro- 
teſts, and other Deeds of the ſame kind. 
VVV f Anais, 
Me Duke of Bourbon. k Princeſs of Modena. 
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Anais, a young and beautiful Princeſs, and by 
her Mother's Side deſcended from the Royal 
Blood, could not but flatter the Inclination and 
Ambition of Sevagi. She had been on the Point 
of marrying Afirgi-Mola ' Her Mother Scbera- 
zada n, had conducted herſelf ſo artfully, that ſhe 
had found Means to carry her Point to the Preju- 
dice of Zephis u Fulma's Mother. They were 
juſt about taking the laſt Meaſures, when Zephis 
ſet new Engines to work, which diſappointed 
Scherazada's Expectations. The Court was 
then at a Country Seat a Day's Journey diſtant 
from Iſpaban o: Scherazada enjoyed there all the 
Satisfaction a Mother can have from the Cer- 
tainty of having procured a conſiderable Match 
for her Daughter: She had no manner of Mif- 
truſt; and it was with the utmoſt Surpriſe ſhe was 
told one Evening, -that ſhe was no longer to de- 
pend upon Mirgi-IAola for a Son-in-Law : She 
queſtioned it at firſt, and being deſirous to be 
ſatisfied, ſhe ſet out immediately for Iſpaban, 
and went to the Palace of Jeſſeing, where that 
ſad News was confirmed to her. Her Grief was: 
exceſſive, but did not make her forget, that 
ſince the Ceremony was not yet performed, 


there were ſtill ſome Hopes left. She left no 


Stone unturned in order to ſecure the Succeſs of 
an Affair, in all Reſpects ſo advantageous; but 
ſhe had the Vexation to ſee that all her Endea- 
vours proved ineffectual : The Marriage of her 
Daughter with Prince Sevagi comforted her, if 
ſome Difference in Rank and Riches can comfort: 
an ambitious Heart. ; | .

An Event, which happened ſoon after Rema- 
nas Death, gave a full Scope to the Speculations 
of Politicians.
